Australian Wayne Gardner (Hon) 
extended his 500cc World Cham- 
pionship point standings lead with 
a win in the August 23 Czechoslov- 
akian Grand Prix. Gardner finished 
less than two seconds ahead of 
defending World Champion Eddie 
Lawson (Yam) in the 80.36-mile road 
race. Japan’s Tadahiko Taira (Yam) 
was third and Randy Mamola (Yam) 
fourth. After 11 of the 15-round (the 
Belgian GP was canceled) series, 
Gardner has 135 points, Mamola 109 
and Lawson 103. Three-time World 
Champion Freddie Spencer report- 
edly “lost” a contact lens during the 
race and finished out of the points. 
West Germany’s Anton Mang (Hon) 
won the Czech 250cc GP. 





Mike Keen (Hus) was the overall 
winner of the August 23 Linnville, 
Indiana, round of the AMA 
National Championship Hare 
Scramble Series. Ron Ribolzi 
(Hon) was the 125cc A class 
winner, Ben Hamrick (Hon) 
topped the 200cc A class, and 
Stan Lojak (Yam) finished first in 
the Open A class. 


Texan Doug Polen (Suz) continued 
his winning ways, topping both 
Suzuki GSXR Cup Series races at the 
August 23 WERA/CRRC meet in 
Talladega, Alabama. Polen finished 
ahead of Scott Russell and Jamie 
James in the A Production race, and 
was followed across the line in the 
B Production race by James and 
Russell. 


Speedway racer Sam Ermolenko 
failed to submit a urine sample 
requested during random drug 
testing following a speedway 
meet at London, England’s Hack- 
ney Speedway on Friday, August 
14, and the southern Californian 
is now banned from competing in 
British speedway races. Ermo- 
lenko and fellow American Kelly 





Moran had taken part in the meet 
which was rained out following 
the 12th heat and they were both 
instructed to provide urine sam- 
ples. Moran complied but Ermo- 
lenko reportedly couldn't urinate. 
Ermolenko said, “l asked for some 
time and then | went and loaded 
up my bike and gear and drove off. 
| was several miles away when | 
realized | had made a mistake.” 
The suspension applies to British 
meets, but not FIM international 
meets. A hearing on the matter 
will be conducted by the British 
federation in mid-September.

U.S. Senator Pete Wilson (R- 
California) expects the Public 
Lands Subcommittee of the 
Senate Committee on Energy and 
Natural Resources to hold addi- 
tional hearings in California on the 
1987 California Desert Protection 
Act (S7), according to Bill Living- : 
ston, Wilson's press information 
officer. When asked about rumors 
that Wilson had recommended to 
the committee that hearings not - 
be held in California, Livingston 
said, “That's not true.” When 
asked why Wilson has not taken ; 
a position on the measure, Living- 
ston said, ''The senator is with- 
holding judgement until all infor- 
mation is made available. This bill 
could affect a lot of people. It's 
something that we need to go 
slowly on.” S7 was introduced by 
Senator Alan Cranston (D- 
California) at the beginning of the 
1987 congressional session. The 
bill would close most of the 
southern California desert to 
recreational use, including off- 
road riding. 


Senate Bill. 1351, a clean air bill 
which proposes overly-stringent 
emissions requirements for motorcy- 
cles, has the support of Senator 
Wilson, according to Livingston. “I 
believe he supports that," said — 
Livingston. “It contains some of the 
senator's legislation to clean up the 
air in the continental shelf." When 
asked specifically about provisions 
in the measure which affect motor- 
cycle emissions, Livingston said, “I 
just don’t know. The bill hasn't 
reached the floor yet and will prob- 
ably have further amendments.” 


Livingston also said that Senator 

Wilson's office has no idea. 
whether or not Wilson will support 
Senator John Danforth's (R- 
Missouri) 1987 Motorcycle 
Safety Act (81536), which would 
place performance limits on 
superbikes. Livingston said, 
"Since it was just introduced, we 
haven't had a chance to focus on 
it.” Livingston could neither con- 
firm nor deny reports that Dan- 
forth has asked Wilson to co-

Limit doubles 


The August 9 AMA National 
Championship 125/500cc MX at 
Kenworthy's in Troy, Ohio, was one 
of the best organized events I have 
participated in. The „track didn't 
show the first sign of dust and the 
security was among the best we've 
ever had. 

However, all that was oversha- 
dowed by the lack of concern toward 
the riders. Double jumps are great, 
but in an outdoor National they 
should be limited due to the fast pace 
of outdoor races. I admit Kenwor- 
thy's was a spectator's heaven. You 
could see the entire track and ever- 
ywhere you looked were double 
jumps, although some were small 
sets, others were the type doubles that 
make you turn the throttle, hold on 
üght and pray you make 1t to the 
other side. The races were 30 minutes 
plus two laps long and lap after lap 
riders had to continuously complete 
the doubles. The slightest mistake 1n 
distance and heighth could mean 
tragedy, and as ume went by riders 
began to feel the steady pounding on 
their bodies from the numerous 
jumps combined with the pressure 
from the other riders to go faster. 
Thats when you begin to make 
mistakes. 

I have never seen so many riders 
carried away on stretchers, and many 
will not be returning for the 
remainder of this season. 

I hope no one takes this letter the 
wrong way. Double jumps are an 
exciting part of racing and I think 
they should always be included. 
They send you to heights that only 
a few dream of and when you make 
it to the other side you have a feeling 
of accomplishment. 

I hope Kenworthy's will be on the 
schedule next year, but I hope they 
realize they had a few too many 
doubles. However, if they don't feel 
the same way I do and instead feel 
this is the motocross track of the 
future, I don’t think there will be any 
motocrossers left in the future.

Shifted 


I am writing this letter to share 
with all concerned my experience 
with the NMA in Ponca City, Okla- 
homa. I am referring to the Stock 
250cc Pro class which I won on the 
race track. The final result was 
protested by Jerry Cambell because 
I was running a Race Tech shift lever 
on my Yamaha YZ250. 

Because I am relatively new to 
NMA racing, I had my mechanic, 
Dave Hammond, double check the 
legality of the shifter with NMA 
official Ted Moorewood. I had used 
it previously at the Las Vegas event 
with no objection. Ted approved the 
shifter for the Stock class on Monday 
before racing began. 

In the race the excellent perfor- 
mance of my stock YZ allowed me 
to win the race by a 15-second 
margin. Jeff Matiasevich finished a 
commendable second. Jeff's result, 
though good, was obviously not 
good enough for his mechanic, Jerry 
Cambell. Jerry felt the need to protest 
my win on the grounds that my 
shifter was not stock. Adding that I 
should not even be racing at Ponca 
because I was older than most of the 
riders and that I had raced Nationals. 

When asked for a ruling Ted 
Moorewood sided with Cambell. 
When questioned about approving 
the lever, Ted replied, “T do 
remember the conversation with 
Dave Hammond but I never 
approved that shifter!" 

This win, though only one of three 
(including Modified 125 and 250cc), 
is very important to me. I believe it 
is important to Yamaha and my 
other sponsors as well. Because of 
Jerry Cambell’s concern for adhering 
to the fine points of the NMA rule 
book (including not running car- 
tridge forks) and Ted Moorewood's 
inability to stick with a decision, I 
was stripped of the Stock 250cc Pro 
class win. This decision also robbed 
me of the Grand National Cham- 
pionship in the motorcycle class and 
the related publicity. 

I am saddened by the events that 
have taken place and hope that the 
NMA will not treat other riders this 
way in the future.

Morehead dominates

Hamburg Half Mile 





Steve “Mr. Half Mile" Morehead used a 
Hank Scott-built Harley-Davidson to totally 


destroy the competition at the Hamburg 
Half Mile, held at the Erie County 


Fairgrounds. 

"When you put two old guys 
together — me and Hank Scott 
— we're going to be hard to 


beat," an elated Morehead said after 
his win in which he pocketed $3595. 
The Hamburg win was More- 


head's second at the New York State 
facility and his 10th career National 
win with seven of those coming on 
half mile ovals. 

Second place at Hamburg went to 
former Grand National Champion 
Ricky Graham, who gave chase to 
the “Findlay Flyer" before wearing 





out his rear tire. Third place fell to 
‘Texan Terry Poovey, ending a long 
drought without National success 
for the privateer Honda pilot. Gra- 
ham received $2385 for his second 
place with Poovey pocketing $1550 
for third. 

Californian Doug Chandler 
inched his way through the pack 
from his back row start to finish 
fourth with privateer Honda pilot 
(he’s on his own at non-Camel Pro 
events) Bubba Shobert finishing 
fifth. Shobert was trying for his 
fourth National dirt track win in a 
row. 

Morehead’s masterful win in front 
of more than 6000 fans was marred 
by the death of 16-year-old Darell 
Davis of Bremerton, Washington. 
The second-ranked Junior rider in 
the country was pronounced dead on 
arrival at Mercy Hospital in Buffalo 
after being involved in a four-rider 
crash in the second Junior heat race. 

Canadians Steve Aseltine and 
Ronald Beauvais were injured in the 
crash with Aseltine suffering a 
broken collarbone and broken ribs, 
and Beauvais breaking a femur. The 
fourth rider, Mark Corsetti, was not 
injured seriously. 

"I won this one for Darell Davis," 
Morehead said when the tragic news 
came. "He was the best up-and- 
coming rider I've seen yet." 

The Hamburg facility had all the 
ingredients for disaster; dusty- con- 
ditions, a skinny groove and no room 
for error. “I couldn't see anything 
but a little bit of their helmets," 
Chandler said after the National. “It 
was so dusty, all you could hope was 
that theré was no one down in front 
of you. It's ridiculous." 

Chandler was one of the more 
outspoken of the riders when it came 
to the adverse riding conditions. He 
said he would have boycotted the 
event if his fellow riders would have 
backed him up, but with everyone 
having their own personal convic- 
tions, Chandler seemed to be the only 
one thinking of more than himself. 
It 1s ironic that Chandler ended up 
having the ride of the night, finish- 
ing fourth after riding in his heat 
race, the semi and the Last Chance 
Qualifier. 


Asat was, the track wasn't prepped 
in time for a scheduled 4:30 p.m. 

Following delay after 
delay, the main event ended at close 
to ] a.m.

Chris Carr gassed his Harley- 
Davidson Motor Co./Shoei/Hobie 
Apparel/Hap Jones/RS Taichi/ 
Mert Lawwill-tuned Harley-David- 
son around the pea-gravel-like sur- 
face 1n 25.637 seconds to claim the 
fastest time of the evening during 
qualifying. Carr's time was some two 
seconds slower than Graham's track 
record of 23.761 that was set in 
September of 1983. 

Next best time went to Morehead, 
after earlier waving off a 26.003, with 
a 25.810 on his Harley-Davidson. 
Third fastest qualifier was Ronnie 
Jones on his RS750 Honda at 25.865. 
Rounding out the four heat race 
polesitters was Shobert at 25.958. 

The top 10 filled out with Scott 
Parker, Tim Mertens, Don Estep, 
Willy Davis, Hank Scott and Aaron 
Hill. 

Forty-five Experts were on hand 
to fill out the 48 slots available. 
Heats 

White Pigeon, Michigan's Brian 
Atherton was the first rider to turn 
one in the opening 10-lap, Expert 
heat race with Shoer/Marioneaux 
Racing/Hap Jones/Portco/Tsu- 
baki-sponsored Poovey hot on his 
heels. Carr was third with. Hank 
Scott last, the loser on what he 
thought was a jumped start; he later 
pulled off, turning his attentions to 
fine tuning Morehead's Harley. 

Carr was pushing, but kept going 
in too hot and sliding off the narrow 
groove; into the area which made 
stopping a motorcycle nearly impos- 
sible. Poovey pressured Atherton 
until finally taking the lead for good 
on lap six. Carr continued to push 
too hard, sliding off the groove again 
in an attempt to get Atherton. 
Poovey, Atherton and Carr took the 
direct transfers to the National. 

The second heat race was all 
Morehead. The KK/Laube's Cycle/ 
F&S H-D/Dragoo/J.W. Haunt- 
sponsored Harley pilot led every lap 
despite early pressure from Rodney 
Farris. Meanwhile, a heated battle for 
third was shaping up between Dan 
Ingram and Estep, with Estep finally 
making the error of going off the 
groove on lap six. Morehead, Farris 
and Ingram would transfer directly 
with Estep dropping back to fifth 
behind Jay Springsteen. 

Springer was faced with a little 
distress upon arriving at the Ham- 
burg facility. He had no bikes. “They 
(his R&B Harley-Davidson sponsors) 
just didn't show today," said Sprin- 
ger, who recently received 30 stitches 
in his inner and outer lower lip 
because of a fall at his home in 
Lapeer, Michigan. Thus, Spring- 
steen was reunited with Team 
Harley-Davidson as he was given: 
Parker's spare to race. 

The third heat race saw the start 
of Chandler's struggle to make the 
National. He, and Bryan McDowell 
were sent to the penalty line for 
jumping the start. “I think he held 
us a little long," Chandler said later. 

When the race got rolling it was 
Jones nailing the holeshot on his 
Honda. Graham on the Arai/Bel- 
Ray/ERC Racing Fuels/Tsubaki- 
sponsored Honda was in tow with 
Mertens third. Chandler ended lap 
one in fifth, and eventually would 
finish fourth, one spot shy of a direct 
transfer. 

The top three held their positions 
with Jones, Graham and Mertens 
taking the direct route to the 
National. 

Parker got the jump on Shobert 
in the final heat race, but the Grand

Nauonal Champion snuck pH E 
on the inside going into turn one 
on the start of the third lap to take 
the lead. Ted Boody and new-daddy 
Scott Pearson battled for third with 
Pete Hames charging through the 
field. On lap seven the red-flag came 
out when David Miller crashed in 
turn one. 

The single-file restart saw Hames 
make a major mistake, jumping past 
Parker on the start and being sent 
to the rear of the field. With four 
laps to go, Shobert led Parker, 
Pearson and Boody with Hames 
again charging through the field. 


The final order read: Shobert, Parker | 


and Pearson taking the direct route 
with Boody, Eric Rausch and Hames 
finishing fourth, fifth and sixth. 

Shobert had turned his last two 
laps 1n the 24-second range, but had 
no chance for fast heat because of 
the red-flag. Fast heat instead went 
to Jones.

Springsteen gave the fans a glimse 
of the past in the first 10-lap semi 
and the large crowd loved it. Sprin- 
ger started third behind Randy 
Texter and Davis, but by the fourth 
lap he was in the lead and pulling 
away. 

The battle for second intensified 
with Jon Cornwell battling Texter 
and Davis for the spot. Cornwell 
crashed on the seventh lap, Texter 
slid off the groove and suddenly it 
was Hill in second, a spot he held 
to the finish. 

“About the best I’ve felt all year,’ 
Springsteen said. “We've got it 
working great.’ 

The. second semi saw Hames 
nailing down the holeshot with 
Rausch directly behind. Chandler 
was third and then second when 
Rausch slid off the groove. Boody 
was at the back of the pack. 

Chandler hounded Hames for the 
full 10 laps, but couldn’t get around 
the Simi Valley, California resident. 
Chandler would now go to the Last 
Chance Qualifier.

Hill grabbed the LCQ holeshot, 
but Chandler didn’t waste any time 
in taking over the lead. It was one 
the Freddie Spencer/Superlrapp/

quish, as he took the final transfer 
to the National. , 

Hill held on for second place with 
Davis third and Boody fourth.

First heat race winner Chance 
Darling put his H-D/R.S.V.P/R&B 


ee Arai/Motorcycle Spec./Cas- 
trol/WD-40/Tony Holt-sponsored 
Harley-Davidson into the lead at the 
start of the Junior National. Second- 
year Junior Bryan Villella held down 
second and was chasing Darling as 
those two pulled away from the field. 

Brian Caron was third with Kris 
Kiser fourth, battling with Kevin 
Atherton, who would later slip back 
after getting off the groove. 

Villella was applying the heat to 
Darling before making a mistake and 
slipping the groove on the seventh 
lap. Darling got some breathing 
room, but he too slipped the groove, 
giving Villella the chance he needed. 
Villella got by in turn four on the 
ninth of 12 laps to take the lead for 
good. 

It was the Pontiac, Michigan

The 20-lap National got underway 
with Jones nailing down the hole- 
shot. Morehead pushed his way 
through to hold down second with 
Carr all the way up to third from 
the second row. Poovey was fourth 
at the end of the first lap with 
Graham and Parker fifth and sixth, 
respectively. 

Shobert was mid-pack. “I got a 
pretty good start, but a couple of guys 
stuffed me and I couldn’t get it back 
down." The  Texan-turned- 
California resident said later. 

Meanwhile, up front, Carr slipped 
the groove letting Graham, who had 
gotten past Poovey, past. Morehead 
started putting intense pressure on 
Jones as the two ran around on the 
pole. 

By the sixth lap.the order read 
Jones, Morehead, Graham, Carr, 
Poovey, Parker, Farris and Shobert. 
Chandler was still way back but was 
picking his way through the pack. 
One lap later, Morehead was past 
Jones after getting the Oklahoma- 
resident to slip off the groove.

wide rim. Poovey was third with 
Parker fourth and Carr fifth.

"I stuffed 1t 1n and the brakes weren't 
working well," Carr said later. “It 
was either take out my teammate or 
me only. I opted for me only." Carr 
remounted to finish 14th. 

The kind thought didn't stop 
Parker from becoming visably upset 
as he threw his helmet in the back 
of his van while cursing after the 
National. Carr later apologised and 
all is now well again with Team 
Harley-Davidson. 

With Parker taken off the groove, 
Farris and Chandler took advantage 
to move into fourth and fifth.

Hames and Pearson rounded out 
the top 10, with Springsteen finish- 
ing llth. 

The top three riders used Good- 
year tires, front and rear. 

‘Morehead’ s one hell of a motor- 
cycle racer," Poovey said. “On that 


first lap he came all the way out of 


that motorcycle and saved it.... I 
couldn’t stay on the groove in the 
middle of three. I knew he (Chandler) 
was there and I didn’t want to screw 
up. My brother built the engine and 
I'd like to thank him. This ends a’ 
long dry spell; it’s finally coming 
back a little." 

Graham was an unlikely second, 
given the type of track conditions at 
Hamburg. “I’m happy with a second 
here," he said. "Slippery grooves 
aren't my thing." 

“I had no problems," the 32-year- 
old Morehead said. “Not with Hank 
Scott making a few adjustments after 
the heat race. I bird-dogged Ronnie 
and that was 1t." 

Chandler was happy to be »ut of 
Hamburg and on his way home. “ʻI 
was always in the right spot at. the

Dymond takes title

Despite wrapping up the 500cc National 


Championship 


MX Series two weeks ago 


in Troy, Ohio, Team Honda's Rick John- 
son was determined to win at the Spring 


Creek Park National as if the 
title was still up for grabs. The 


Moto-X Fox/Bell Helmets/ 
Oakley/New York Seltzer 


sponsored rider was unstoppable. 
Johnson claimed back-to-back moto 
victories, even though Team Kawa- 
saki’s Ron Lechien and Jeff Ward 
gave the champion a run for his 
money at one time or another. 
Lechien ended up runner-up with a 
2-2 tally, while Yamaha’s Keith 
Bowen captured third via a 5-3 tally. 
Fourth at Millville was Yamaha's 
Jeff Stanton who claimed second 
place in the overall points standings. 

In the 125cc class, the big news was 
Team Honda’s Micky Dymond suc- 
cessfully defending his number-one 
plate after a sixth-place finish in the 
first moto. Dymond needed just one 
point on the day to clinch the 
championship. Second in the series 
went to Team Suzuki’s George 
Holland, followed by Honda rider 
Guy Cooper. 

“Tt (the championship battle) was 
tough,” said Hondaline/Arai/Scott 
USA-backed Dymond. “I had so 
many problems at the beginning of 
the year, and it makes me feel good 
knowing that I was able to overcome 
all my problems. Winning the cham- 
pionship is like dumping a heavy 
load off my back.” 

However, stealing some of the 
spotlight away from Dymond was 


Team Suzuki’s Donny Schmit, who 
claimed the second 125cc National 
overall victory of his career with a 
1-2 tally in front of his hometown 
crowd. 

"It feels so good,” said Blooming- 
ton, Minnesota's Schmit. “So many 
people thought that my first overall 
win in South Carolina was all luck 
because I won it with a 1-7 score. 
Here I showed 'em it was not just 
luck.” | 

Schmit's teammates, Holland and 
Erik Kehoe, rounded out the top 
three. 

A $14,669 purse was up for grabs 
in the 500cc class, and Johnson went 
home with the biggest chunk, $1000 
for winning both motos. Schmit 
collected $408 out of the $7332, 125ce 


purse.

When the pack of 42 riders headed 
into the sweeping, righthand first 
turn, it was Sinisalo/Oakley/Shoei- 
backed Ward leading the way, but 
hot on his heels was Johnson. After 
the first lap, it was Ward, Johnson, 
Kawasaki rider Tommy Watts, 
Lechien, Yamaha-mounted Doug 
Dubach, Honda rider David Hand, 
Yamaha’s Stanton and Jim Holley, 
Tom Carson and Billy Frank leading 
the way. 

Lechien timed the gate perfectly 
and actually had the clear jump 
ahead of everybody, “... but I just

couldn't get it into the next gear,” 
said Lechien. 

By the second lap, Lechien had 
found his way around Watts but also 
found that Ward and Johnson had 
already opened up a comfortable 
lead. Ward had pulled a few seconds 
on Johnson, who seemed to be 
hanging*back and scoping Ward's 
lines. 

While Johnson stalked Ward, 
Lechien and Watts were fairly spread 
out, and Dubach, Stanton, Holley 
and Frank were involved in a dog- 
fight for fifth through ninth places. 

Limping around the track in last 
place was Kawasaki rider Mike 
Fisher, who was racing with a 
painful knee injury. He planned to 
try to collect points and maintain his 
third place in the standings, but he 
dropped out of the moto and for the 
day, falling into a third-place tie 
with Lechien in the final point 
standings. 

By the eight minute mark of the 
30-minute-plus-two-laps moto, 
Johnson was pushing Ward in every 
turn searching for an opening. It 
didn't happen until about 15 min- 
utes into the race when Johnson 
overtook Ward through a section of 
sandy whoops. A few turns later, 
Ward's moto came to an end, and 
Johnson's almost did. 

A lapped rider, Gary Butcher, had 
crashed on a high speed jump and 
neither Johnson nor Ward could see 
Butcher as they approached the 
jump. Johnson came flying over the 
jump and plowed into the downed 
rider. The Team Honda rider was 
on the verge of crashing when Ward 
rammed into the back of Johnson 
and actually kept Johnson from 
falling down. Ward, however, wasn't 
as lucky. He was pitched over the 
handlebars, and when Ward 
remounted his Kawasaki it had a 
bent front disc brake, putting him 
out of the moto. 

“The guy fell right in front of me," 
said Johnson. “I crashed into him 
and went sideways, then Ward hit 
me from behind and knocked me 
back up.”’ 

“There was nothing I could do," 
said Ward. “The two of them were 
blocking the line and I slammed on 
the brakes, but I was up in the air. 
Luckily I didn’t get hurt." . 

Ward walked off the track, watching 
Johnson cruise out in front with a 
huge lead on Lechien. From that 
point on, the race was uneventful 
with the top riders evenly spread out. 
Johnson easily took the win followed 
by Lechien, Watts, Stanton, Bowen, 
Holley and Dubach. Rounding out 
the top 10 were Jeff Hicks, Carson 
and Kip Sandell. Frank dropped out 
of the race with bike problems. 

“By the time I got into second," 
said Lechien, “Johnson already had

over teammate George Holland. Schmit took the overall with a 1-2.

a big lead, so I just tried to stay 
smooth and use my head.” 

The second moto was all John- 
son's. He led from start to finish even 
though Lechien gave him a battle 
in the early stages, while Ward was 
running about eighth. 


"T almost crashed real bad on the 
first lap," said Ward. “It was a do- 
or-die situation. I'm not sure exactly 
what happened but the back end, I 
think, hit a bump, and I rode the 
front wheel for a long time. I 
should've hit the eject button. but I 
decided to ride it out. I saved it, but 
I twisted my knee." 

Ward cruised the whole moto and 
finished 13th. 

Up front, Johnson and Lechien 
were leading the way ahead of 
Stanton, Carson, Frank and Bowen. 
Watts was running llth; Holley 
I3th. 

Just after the 10-minute point, 
Johnson finally pulled away from 
Lechien, and by the 10th lap, John- 
son held a five-second lead. Further 
back chased Stanton. Bowen and 
Carson. 

As the- moto progressed, Holley 
was working his way through traffic 
and eventually passed Watts and 
Carson for fifth, while Bowen did the 
same to Stanton. 

Twenty-five minutes into the race, 
Johnson enjoyed a 10-second lead on 
Lechien; Bowen was slightly pulling 
away from Stanton, and Holley was 
a few seconds ahead of Watts. Carson 
had faded to seventh. 

Johnson had no problems taking 
the win followed by Lechien, Bowen, 
Stanton, Holley, Watts, Carson and 
Honda rider Ray Sommo. 

“I just didn't feel comfortable on 
the bike, today," said Lechien. “We 
just couldn't get the suspension 
sorted out the way I wanted 1t. Once 
we got into lapped traffic, I just 
cooled it.” 

A bruised and battered Ward said, 
"I'm just glad the year is over."

Both Brooks and Cooper were 
riding injured. Brooks had a broken 
wrist after a fall 1n last week's 125cc 
USGP in Steel City, and Cooper had 
a broken leg, which he suffered in 
a practice fall 12 days ‘before the 
Millville National. Cooper couldn't 
finish but maintained third in the 
series. | 

Schmit quickly opened a huge lead 
on Hallman USA's Manneh, who 
was pressured by Holland. Kehoe, 
running fifth, crashed heading into 
a turn and dropped to 13th. 

“T was trying to pass someone 


going into a turn," said Kehoe, "but 
I tried a different line, and it was 
real rough. My front wheel hit a 
bump and I went down." 

Ten minutes into the moto, 
Schmit held a 13-second lead on 
Holland, who had just slipped past 
Manneh.

Kawasaki-mounted Stevie Childress, Honda 
rider Jimmy Button, and Kawasaki pilots 
Brian Swink and Jeff Matiasevich each took 
home a pair of class titles at Loretta Lynn's 


Dude Ranch. Childress and 
Button each played underdog 
to heavy favorites ın their re- 
spective divisions, while 
the wins by Swink and Matiasevich 
came as no surprise to the thousands 
of fans who lined the fences at the 
five-day event. 

For the sixth year the AMA 
Nationals were held at the Loretta 
Lynn Dude Ranch, and the riders 
and their families were again treated 
to optimum racing conditions and 
numerous off-track activities, 


including the 2nd Annual Gear/ 
Wiseco Volleyball Championships, 


the American Honda Chili Cook- 
Off, a remote control car race, the 
Team Green Fishing Tourney, and 
the Triangle Training Cross Coun- 
try Foot Race. 

For the Kawasaki-mounted Chil- 
dress, for years a top-five minicycle 
also-ran, the transition to the big 
bikes this season has been a success- 
ful one. He took home the 250cc B 
Stock and Modified titles with six 
Strong motos. In the Modified 
opener, Childress put nearly a min- 
ute on the pack in a rain-soaked 
runaway after a late day cloudburst, 
then backed it up with a 3-1 from 
thére to win the three heat title from

Californians Craig Davis and Lance 
Barnett. When Childress went to the 
line for the first Stock class race, all 
eyes were on Yamaha's newest racing 
rage Damon Bradshaw. But when the 
card went sideways the YZ pilot 


caught too much traction too early 


and railed the back-drop gate, leav- 
ing Bradshaw in dead last. Childress 
and the rest of the pack motored away 
while Bradshaw rode like a demon 
to take seventh. A second moto first 
put the South Carolinian right back 
in contention, but Childress ran 
second and clinched the upset win 
with a third moto third. Canadian 
KTM rider Todd Townend gave the 
Euro marquee its best finish in 
Tennessee with a second, while 
North Carolina Kawasaki rider 
Bobby Stoval took a 5-7-5 third. 

Bradshaw had another shot at a 
class title in the 125cc B Stock ranks, 
and after two rounds his scorecard 
read l-l. But in a climactic third 
moto Bradshaw collided over a camel 
jump with Kansas Kawasaki pilot 
Jeff Emig, runner-up in both early 
heats, and went down in a heap. 
Bradshaw recovered for 10th while 
Emig had to have assistance leaving 
the track. Jimmy Gaddis, 4-5 in the 
first couple of motos, ran third in 
the final behind Michigan’s John 
Kitsch and Chris Neal to win the 
class crown. Bradshaw, Neal, Erick 
Hilton, and ‘Kitsch rounded out the 
top five. 

Emig returned later to take the last 
moto of the 125cc B Modified class, 
giving him the championship in that 
division. Gaddis won the first moto 
and a chance in the third, but a 
second round sixth meant second 
overall with Kitsch third. 


Michigan’s Greg Bowen has 
finally begun to show the consistency 
needed to match his impressive 
speed, and the Honda rider tamed 
his sometimes wild riding style just 
enough to win the 125cc A Cham- . 
pionship. Bowen shared moto wins 
with California’s Chris Young and 
Denny Stephenson, a double School- 
boy winner last year. But second and 
third in the final tally behind Bowen 
read Indiana’s Mike LaRocco and 
Ohio fast guy Dale Spangler, winner 
of the five kilometer cross country 
race on Monday. : 

LaRocco and Stephenson returned 
later to dice it out with Bowen in 
the 250cc A class, and it was LaRoc- 
co’s steady 1-2-2 count that meant the 
title. Stephenson was a 4-1-1 runner- 
up, while Bowen's third moto folly 
allowed Texan Jason Langford the 
National. Number Three. 

Robbie Taylor, fourth in the 250cc 
A ranks, ran even faster in the Open 
A class, sweeping the.early motos 
then following defending champ 
Mike Stahlman home in the final 
stanza for the crown. Massachusett’s 
Keith Johnson split the champ and 
Stahlman in the overall results. 

Arizona's Button, another rising 
star from the SoCal mini scene, came 
into the Dude Ranch a slight second 
choice to Suzuki pilot Buddy 
Antunez, but a steady strategy by the 
Honda pilot paid off with a pair of 
titles in 85cc 12-13 racing. Antunez 
racked up two moto wins in each 
class, but a crushed wheel stopped 
him in the third Stock moto while 
a second round fifth meant the 


difference in Modified racing. Colin 


Edwards and Ohio’s Hayden 
Richards ran 2-3 in the Stockers,

while Antunez and Missouri Kawa- 
saki rider Ben Heibel rounded out 
the first three in the Mods. 

Controversy cropped up in the 
85cc Stock 7-11 class. Georgia's Ezra 
Lusk, who lost the 65cc title when 
he banged up his leg in the final heat 
after two moto wins, was holding 
tight with a second moto win. 
Obviously injured, Lusk attempted 
to ride the third heat and was black- 
flagged after just one lap in the 
interests of his own safety. Justin 
Jarrett, 4-3 after two motos, carded 
another third to take home the ttle 
over Florida’s Chris Brown and 
Yamaha rider Matt Shue. Washing- 
ton’s Jason McCormick racked up a 
2-2-2 score to take the 65cc title, while 
Oklahoma's Robbie Reynard, the 7- 
l] first moto winner, took second 
with Ryan Reynolds third. Dement 
won a heat in each class, but bad 
luck left him in fourth and fifth 
overall. 

In the 51cc Automatic class, Mary- 
land's Tommy Schueller posted ones 
all the way across the board to nail 
down the crown. Kentucky's Jake 


Morris was next, with Ohio's Rusty 
Hanning in third. Jesse Atkinson 
and Josh Hatfield rounded out the 
top five. 

In Schoolboy action Kawasaki's 
Tallon Vohland and Suzuki pilot 
Junior Jackson split titles and moto 
wins, with Vohland's 1-1-2 good for 
the Stock title and Jackson's 2-1-5 
meaning the Modified title. Jackson 
and Pennsylvania's Steve Herman 
went 2-3 in the final Stock class tally 
while Florida's Chris Marlin and 
Roy Schellenberger ran second and 
third in the Modified results. Schel- 
lenberger's upset third moto win was 
the only heat Jackson and Vohland 
did not split. 

South Carolina's Robbie Neeley, 
defending champ in the Senior +30 
ranks, found himself next to three- 
time professional king Tony DiSte- 
fano on the starting gate. Tony D., 
10 years past his last Pro title, entered 
the Amateur Nationals for the first 
time this season, but Neeley held his 
ground and took the first moto win. 
Heat two proved to be. the race of 
the week as Neeley made a do-or-die

triple jump pass on Tony D. at the 
checkers, cartwheeling himself into 
the track-side fence — with the win 
in hand. The third heat was rather 
anti-climactic as Tony D. led right 
up until a last lap slip, allowing 
Neeley to score a three moto sweep. 
Iowa's Rick Munson was third 
overall. 

Neeley had a shot in the Senior 
+25 class as well, but a third moto 
fourth after two wins counted him 
out in the ttle chase. Former MX 
Pro Troy Bradshaw took the crown 
with a convincing 2-2-1 ride, with 
Virginias Tommy Walker third. 
ISDE regular Tim Shephard was 
fourth overall with New Jersey’s 
Keith Mann fifth. 

Doug Sanger successfully de- 
fended his Senior +40 Championship 


with an impressive 2-1-1 count. Barry 
Higgins, another American 
motocross legend, took the first heat 
and ran third on his KTM in the 
second but scratched with a final 
moto 40th, leaving Idaho’s Bob Krah 
and Gary Peck to second and third. 
Michigan’s Brian Swink was one 
of the most dominant winners of this 
year’s Nationals. He racked up five 
straight moto wins in 85cc 14-15 
Stock and Modified racing before 
conceding the final Modified heat to 
Iowa Yamaha rider Chad Pederson, 
who ran third in that class and 
runner-up in the Stock division. 
Texan Grayson Goodman also 
scored second and third place tro- 
phies, though obviously opposite of 
#ederson’s rankings. Tommy Clow- 
ers and Jeromy Buehl rounded out 
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Yamaha rider Robbie Taylor outpaced Keith Johnson and defending 
champ Mike Stahlman to capture the Open A class victory.

In Novice action Jeremy McGrath 
stole the 125cc C show with a pair 
of heat wins and a runner-up finale, 
while P.J. Sorg and Georgia's 
Tommy Bilz ran front three in the 
overall standings. Sorg also carded 
a third in the 250/500cc C class,

though this time behind Tennessee 
champ Johny Shields and Kawasaki- 
mounted Jason Alday. 

Matiasevich's Pro-Am wins were 
as hard-fought as any champion- 
ships taken home. In the 125cc 
division the “Chicken” overcame an 
opening moto sixth to grab the utle. 
Georgia’s Sean Dukes, a relatively 
unknown southern Honda rider, 
nearly stole the show with a com- 
manding first heat runaway, but his 
luck went from bad to worse in the 
next two motos and he disappeared 
from contention. California Kawa- 
saki rider Mike Kiedrowski, took 
moto two but had nothing to back 
it up with, as did third round winner 
Ty Davis. But in the end it was 
Matiasevich’s 6-2-2 count that put 
him into the winner’s circle ahead 
of New York’s Chris Coleman (2-7- 
3) and Honda-mounted Mike Pasca- 
rella (3-4-5). 

Kiedrowski and Washington's 
Larry Ward gave Matiasevich all he 
wanted in the 250’s Pro-Am motos, 
but each time the Kawasaki pilot was 
more than ready to meet the chal- 
lenge. His 1-2-1 tally was much more 
convincing than his 125 score, but 
it was nevertheless title number two. 
Jeff Mabery and Illinois' Mike Roth 
rounded out the top five. &

New bikes: 1988 Honda CR lineup 


| Honda's latest 
plan of attack 


By Kit Palmer 
Honda's unveiling of the company's latest 
lineup of 1988 CR motocrossers reveals 


some moderate alterations and some excit- 
ing changes. There will be the standard, four

CR models available in 1988, 
including the slightly re- 
vamped CR80, the refined 


CR125 and 500, and an all-new 


CR250. 
By far, the most radically changed 


of all the CRs is the 250. The most 
obvious change is the rerouting of 
the exhaust pipe. Instead of routing 
the exhaust pipe in the traditional 
path above the cylinder, the CR250's 
pipe routes along the right side of 
the cylinder, just above the engine 
case. It then tapers down and snakes 
around behind the frame and under- 
neath the airbox. Just past the 
airbox, the pipe immediately heads 
upward, behind the right side pancl. 

Honda feels there are many advan- 
tages in this new routing. First of 
all, the pipe itself mounts lower in 
the frame and gives more room for 
the radiators to be dropped as well, 
thus lowering the motorcycle's over- 
all center of gravity. 

With the new routing, the airbox 
can be made larger to improve 
breathing, and the motorcycle's 


midsection is now much slimmer. 
The pipe itself has 1ncreased wall 
thickness. 

Other motor changes include new 
port specs and different exhaust 
power-valve timing. The exhaust 
valve opens slightly earlier than 
before, and the valve stroke has been 
increased, exposing a larger port 
area. 

Other motor changes include a 
lighter flywheel for quicker revs, a 
stronger lower-end bearing and 
piston, and a lengthened intake 
track. 

Transmission-wise, the CR250 has 
slightly different gear ratios, and a 
larger countershaft. The counter- 
shaft sprocket cover on all CRs 1s 
larger. 

The suspension and frame are all- 
new on the 250. The frame is now 
lighter than before but, according to 
Honda, is stronger, too. The area 
around the swingarm pivot 1s beefed 
up, and the new design lowers the 
bike's center of gravity by 25mm. The 
bike maintains the removable sub- 
frame section.

After September 30th, Honda Rockin Rebates will be history. That 
means, if you still want to save as much as a thousand dollars on selected 
motorcycles (see list below), you'll have to make your move now.

All the CRs feature silver-colored cylinders and have bigger guards over 
the countershaft sprocket. The countershaft itself is larger in diameter. 





A new hybrid aluminum swin- 
garm is used; it's larger in diameter 
but is narrower at the rear axle, 
which keeps the swingarm's weight 
down. 

The Showa fork is still the car- 
tridge design, but some changes have 
been made. The damping valving 
has been changed for increased 
compression damping, and the 
springs are slightly firmer. The fork 
is fully adjustable. 

In the rear, the single shock Showa 
is all new with a new reservoir 
design. Because of the different 


routing of the exhaust pipe, the 
reservoir is now mounted alongside 
the shock instead of being sand- 
wiched above the shock and below 
the seat. The new position of the 
reservoir allows for more cooling air 
to reach the reservoir. The shock 
itself has a longer stroke, revised 
damping rates, increased spring rate 
and a new sensitive compression 
damping adjuster. 

The rear Pro-Link suspension 
linkages are redesigned to what 
Honda calls the Delta-shape Pro- 
Link. The leverage ratio 1s different. 
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Most of the changes made to the CR500 were intended to make the Honda easier to ride. The powerband is designed to be smoother.

The CR125 has many refinements but no major changes. Suspension 
is now slightly stiffer, and the frame has been beefed up. 





Other changes include a reshaped 
seat and fuel tank, redesigned radia- 
tor shrouds, a repackable silencer, a 
slightly darker shade of red on the 
plastic and frame, a red seat cover, 
and silver-colored rims. 

The CR125, 500 and 80 feature 
moderate changes. The CR125 has 
a new cylinder with porting changes. 
The piston, wrist pin and connecting 
rod bearing have been altered to 
improve reliability. The reed-valves 
are made out of stronger material, 
and the intake track has been 
smoothed out for better fuel flow. To 
enhance the new porting specs, the 
ATAC power-valve was recalibrated. 

Unlike the CR250, the CR 125, and 
500, use the same frame geometry and 
suspension design as last year's 
models. However, Honda claims the 
frame is stronger but lighter than 
before. 

In the suspension department, the 
Kayaba rear shock, with the 
piggyback-type reservoir, has new 
damping rates. Linkage ratio 
remains the same. 

Up front, the 43mm Showa fork 
is the cartridge design but features 
no major changes. It has front and 
rear disc brakes, and, like on all the 
CRs, the front brake cable is now 
made out of lighter, plastic-like 
material. 


The red seat has a slightly different 
shape, and the same color design as 
the 250. All the CRs feature unfin- 
ished, silver-colored cylinders. 

The CR500 boasts a few more 
changes than the 125, but is basically 
the same design as last year's model. 
Most of the changes made to the 
motor were made to improve trac- 
tability. To do this, the 500's fourth 
and fifth gear transmission ratios are 
lower than before, and a heavier 
flywheel has been added to smooth 
out power output and to reduce the 
chance of stalling the motor. The 
kickstarter has a different bend to 
improve starting ease. 

The cartridge Showa fork and rear 
shock feature damping changes for 
stiffer compression, and have heavier 
spring rates. 

The rest of the changes are the 
same as the CR125. 

The CR80 is refined. by going to 
the Travel Control Valve Showa 
fork, which is similar to the fork used 
on the 1986 CR125. The TCV is a 
travel sensitive compression system, 
which smooths out the fork's action. 

Rear suspension 1s the same except 
that new, stronger bearings and 
bushings are used on the shock 
mount and Pro-Link linkages. Other 
changes include a larger airbox, 
larger silencer and different styling.g 
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The aluminum silencer on the CR250 is rebuildable. Honda says the 
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250 will be in limited supply and available in about a month.

A Connecticut Yankee

While practicing for the May 17 West 
German Grand Prix at the Hockenheim- 
ring, Mike Baldwin was thrown from his 
Team Lucky Strike Roberts Yamaha 


YZR500 and hit by another 
rider. Injuries sustained in that 
accident brought him back 


home to his comfortable Darien, 
Connecticut, dwelling to recover. 
Once his broken bones have knit, 
he’s determined to resume racing in 
search of his unfilled goal - to win 
a 500cc Grand Prix road race. 


Baldwin’s no stranger to recover- 
ing from injuries. A brutal crash at 
Loudon, New Hampshire’s Bryar 
Motorsports Park in 1979 left him 
with a severely damaged right leg. 
A headline in this publication that 
November read: Will Mike Baldwin 
race again? Baldwin spent five long 
months in the hospital after that 
Loudon crash and another three 
months passed before he could even 
walk. But just four months after he 
began to walk again, he came within 
a second of the lap record at southern 
California's Willow Springs Interna- 
tional Raceway in a Honda test 
session. 

Baldwin's determination was in 
evidence early in his career. In 1975, 


while teaching himself to go fast at 
club races, he rode a variety of 
different bikes in 10 classes. That 
year he rode 62 races exploring the 
limit, and fell off 40 times while 
going beyond it. 

Ihe year before the Loudon 
tragedy, Baldwin won the AMA 
Road Racing Championship. He 
also scored a win in the AGV Cup 
of Nations event held in Imola, Italy 
and won a round of the F-750 World 
Championship in Mosport, Canada. 
Baldwin raced for the Honda World 
Endurance racing team in 1981 before 
winning the AMA Formula One title 
for Honda in 1982, '83 and '84. 

While winning those champion- 
ships, much was said about his 
superior factory equipment. Bald- 
win comments: "There's no two 
ways about it, we worked hard for 
every single one of those races. It was 
nothing like it is today with Wayne 
(Rainey) riding Superbikes.” 

The contract with Honda wasn't 
renewed in 1985, but Baldwin won 
the title again on privateer Honda 
RS500s. The Yankee also commuted 


to Europe where he finished a 
remarkable 10th in the 500cc World 
Championship. 

Last year, Baldwin joined the 
Team Lucky Strike Roberts effort 


‘and finished fourth behind team- 


mate Randy Mamola. Baldwin 
scored points in every race but two 
in 1986, racking up five third place 
finishes, two fourths and two fifths. 
He 1s determined to get that elusive 
first GP win and the annoyance of 
a broken ankle, two broken bones in 
his hands and a few compressed 
vertebra 1s not about to stop him. 

At his Connecticut home, Baldwin 
reflected on American road racing, 
his Yamaha/Dunlop GP equip- 
ment, and gives us some insight on 
what it’s like to race for Kenny 
Roberts - the "King" turned “Boss.” 
You’ve missed most of the first half 
of the 16-race season so far because 
of your crash in West Germany. Tell 
us how it happened? 

It caught me by surprise. I rode for 
all of 1986 and I never fell off a 500. 
I rode a lot of miles, a lot of different 
tracks and places and never fell off 
until Suzuka (the opening round of 
the 1987 series; Baldwin fell while 
a comfortable second behind even- 
tual winner Mamola). I fell off in 
the rain at Suzuka and in Belgium 
just because I hit a slippery spot. But 





to keep up with him. I caught up 
with him and I was staying with him 
and the bike was running great. It 
was four laps so I'm starting to race 
to go faster; he's going faster and I 
thought, “this is great, I'm hooked 
up with Eddie." Since the bike was 
richened up and since it ran five or 
six laps, I wasn't thinking it was 
going to seize. There's a long 
straight, then a slight curve, and you 
start to lean over to the right, and 
you roll off the gas, pull in the clutch 
and go through a chicane while 
you're banked over. I was tucked in, 
rolled on the gas and just started to 
sit up to down shift and the thing 
just locked up. Since I was leaned 
over, I just went sideways imme- 
diately. I was up in the air looking 
down at the ground, and I thought, 
"Oh Jesus, it seized - not here." And 
that was the last I remember. 

When I came off, I slid to a stop. 
in the chicane and they pulled an 
ambulance in behind to protect me 
and they pulled a second ambulance 
out on the track. I'm piecing this 
together from what other riders have 
told me. Since it was a blind corner, 
a couple of riders came around and 
couldn't see that there were ambu- 
lances parked on the track. One guy 
was drafting another guy and until 
he came out of the draft, he never

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to fall off in the dry you have to do 
something wrong. You really have 
to make a mistake. What had hap- 
pened in Germany was that the day 
before it had been raining and we 
rode in the rain and I couldn’t get 
my bikes to run. In the Spanish GP 
my bike came up with a problem. 
I couldn't figure out what the 
problem was. You'd get halfway 
down the straight and it would start 
to wheeze out. 


They checked everything, changed | 


everything in Spain, and couldn’t 
figure out what was wrong. Just 
before they were about to load the 
bike up, a mechanic noticed that the 
power valve mechanism wasn’t 
moving. They changed it. So for 
Germany, we thought it would be 
alright. They re-jetted the bikes, but 
the next day a high-pressure front 
came in. It was clearing up, the track 
started to dry but the air pressure 
went way up, which made the bikes 
too lean since they leaned them up 
the day before the rain. So I went 
out on the bike and did four break- 
in laps and after I finished it seized 
up solid. I got the clutch in and just 
coasted into the pits. 

They richened the other bike up 
quite a bit. I went out and did about 
three laps. I was following Eddie 
(Lawson) around and I was pushing 


saw it. He had no place to go (to 
avoid the ambulance). He went in 
between the two and I was there and 
he hit me. He hit my leg and my 
hand, and smacked my hand hard 
enough to pull all the fingers out 
of their sockets. Just a freak accident. 
When do you think you'll be racing 
again? ; 
The doctor in Germany said seven 
or eight weeks for a hand injury like 
that to heal. Sometimes you can 
reduce that , but you're a motorcycle 
racer and need to hold on to the bars. 
He knew just what I wanted to do. 
I'm hoping to be ready to ride at the 
end of July, to be able to ride a bike 
in a test session and then if I'm ready 
to race for France, I'll race there. If 
not, I’ll hopefully be able to ride that 
weekend. (Editors note: Baldwin was 
not ready to compete in the French 
Grand Prix at LeMans and also 
missed the British and Swedish 
rounds in August.) 

Did finishing fourth in the 500cc 
World Championship last year ful- 
fill your expectations? 
My goal at the beginning of the year 
was to finish in the first four. It 
seemed, to a lot of people, that it was 
a very high expectation because the 
competition was so strong. To finish 
fourth you have to have the ability 
to run with the leaders. 











Looking back at the 1986 season, 
what was your most memorable race? 
There were quite a few memorable 
ones. A memorable race was in 
France, it wasn't my best finish, but 
France and Germany, they were just 
wheel-to-wheel dices. I finished a 
thousandth of a second out of second 
place and I was just a second out 
of second place in Italy; they were 
all memorable. 

What are some of the highs and lows 
of racing full-time in Europe? 

The lows come when your luck 
turns. There were some really frus- 
trating moments when the bike 
wasn't running right. I couldn't get 
the team to understand what was 
wrong with it. I'm trying to tell them 
the bike isn't running right and I 
get the sense from them that it isn't 
the bike, it's me because it's my first 
time on the bike. So, sometimes I 


wouldn't say it's not running right. . 


I would just try to ride it the way 
it was. 

The highs are when you stand on 
the podium and get a trophy, because 
in Europe, in the World Champion- 
ships anyway, getting on the victory 
podium is everything. In America, 
being in the first three isn't any big 
deal - or it doesn't seem to be. 
Winning is more important in 
America. In Europe, just getting on 


would walk up and say “‘you’re just 
going out for a Sunday ride, this 
doesn't count, you're not going to 
earn any points or money.” This is 
as I’m going to the grid. (He said 
it) with a smile on his face because 
he was enjoying telling me that. I’ve 
got my leathers and helmet on. I’m 
going out to race. Why would they 
do that? Why would someone be in 
a position to do that? Why would 
they have someone like that running 
the competition? And it was all over 
the fact that one of my outstanding 
bills with the AMA wasn’t paid. I 
think it was $40. So I had to run 
around to find someone who had $40 
cash on them because I didn’t have 
my wallet with me on the grid. 

IH go to my grave with hard 
feelings toward the AMA. But, I'll 
have to say that now I have good 
feeling towards a lot of the people 
there. A lot of AMA people are 
terrific people. These are people I 
didn't know when I said that. To me, 
all the AMA was bad, but today my 
feelings are really mixed. 

It seems that once American riders 
get good they head over to Europe 
and the American fans lose out. 

Right! That's something funny with 
the AMA. I get the feeling from the 
AMA that they take offense at that. 
They get really upset when racers get

the podium 1s important because you 
get a lot of recognition. 

How would you compare Grand 
Prix road racing to American road 
racing? 


Today, I don't think I could compare . 


it When I started racing a 750 in 
1977 it was very similar. When you 
went to Daytona in the 70s you got 
the feeling there were teams and that 
it was a Grand Prix race. American 
racing is going away from Grand 
Prix racing and more into produc- 
tion racing. It’s totally different. For 
me, it’s very difficult to compare the 
two. 

Nine years ago you stated that “the 
AMA is just a perennial obstacle to 
everybody, they are holding back 
promoters, sponsors and people in 
all aspects of racing." Do you still 
believe that today? 

That was my feeling for a long time 
with them. I can't say I don't feel 


that way now. My attitude toward: 


them has changed and my feeling 
toward the-people at the AMA has 
changed. I think I’ve had some really 
tough times with those people. I felt 
in the early to mid-70s there were 
some people that were really holding 
back racing and the development of 
the sport here. They would do things 
to me like just before a 750 National, 
the guy that's director of competition 


good and go to Europe. I don't think 
they should take offense to that. And 
when the Americans go to Europe 
and do good, it's like “he’s our rider, 
he’s representing us.” The guys come 
to Europe because they don't want 
anything to do with racing over here 
- partially. 

Do you think the Superbike series 
is representing professional racing in 
America? 

I don't think it is. The whole reason 
for the popularity of Superbike 
racing and setting up the rules was 
to lower the cost so that amateurs 
and smaller teams could get into it. 
That's great! That's good to have, 
but we also need a professional series. 
Wayne Rainey, Bubba Shobert and 
Kevin Schwantz should be riding in 
a professional racing group and the 
other guys should be riding in the 
amateur side; the guys who don't 
have a hope and a prayer of com- 
peting against them. 

Do you think the field would be large 
enough if you just had true profes- 
sionals competing against each 
other? 

I think that's probably the reason for 
going to Superbikes. The people that 
sanction and promote races don’t feel 
they could put on a show with 20- 
25 riders. They feel they have to have 
50 or 80. 


Let's discuss equipment. What 
adjustments did you have to make 


going from the Honda three-cylinder 


to the four-cylinder Yamaha? 
It's a tough adjustment to make if 
you've never ridden a variety of 
different bikes before. But having the 
experience of riding on a wide range 
of motorcycles is really important. 
I had a lot of time on the Suzuki 
square-four, on in-line four-stroke 
endurance bikes that were set up like 
P bike which handled a lot like 
the Yamaha V-four. So, I've had a 
lot of different bikes to ride and I've 
been able to get used to many 
different bikes. 
If you had a wish list, what more 
would you ask of the Yamaha? 
The Yamaha right now has a lot 
of really good points. The only 
thing I could never get right on my 
particular bike, and I don't know if 
they're all like that and I have a 
feeling they are, I would like to see 
the motor run better and more 
cleanly. When you ride a three- 
cylinder Honda, a V-four Suzuki or 
a V-four Honda, the motors are clean 
and have a lot of snap to them. The 
throttle response is very good. The 
Yamaha is boggy and runs like that 
for a lot of reasons. I think that 
overall a snappier motor, a crisper 
running engine 1s better. I've never 
been able to get that combination. 
The bike 1s also pretty hard to steer 
and pretty slow handling. When 
you're riding it through a fast 
section, you're muscling the bike so 
hard that you get ahead of the bike 
- you're actually trying to turn it 
before the bike is capable of turning. 
So you actually have to slow yourself 
down and get more in time with the 
bike and let the bike come around. 
If you're always ahead of the bike, 
you wear yourself out. The Honda 
three-cylinder steers and handles so 
fast that the bike is usually ahead 
of the rider. So it's the rider trying 
to catch up with the speed and 
handling of the bike. They have to 
get a bike that steers a little bit more 
quickly and nimbly and really wants 
to corner a little more effortlessly. 
lhose aren't just easy things to 
accomplish. It's very difficult to get 
that combination. 
I assume you and Randy Mamola 
have the same equipment. 
Our equipment in all the races last 
year, and even this year, is very close. 
If they get development parts and 
new things to try, they'll go on his 
bike first. But in the end the bikes 
are still very close. There've been a 
few instances when one of my bikes 
is quicker than Randy's bike by a 
fraction and times when one of his 
bikes has been quicker than mine by 
a fraction. But, that's not because of 


*equipment - we all go out with 


slightly different settings. 

How does your race set-up differ 
from Randy's? 

The biggest difference between the 
way he sets his bike up and the way 
I set up my bike is front brakes and 
front tires. He likes a brake that's a 
little bit more progressive and 
doesn't stop quite as hard initially. 
He likes a ure that's a little bit slower 
handling that doesn't quite flick 
down so hard and so quickly. He 
hangs way off and pulls the bike in 
with his body and almost relies on 
the bike to hold him up from 
flopping over in a corner. That 
rding style suits a few tracks in 
Europe like Assen and Yugoslavia 
where his style 1s a real advantage. 
He can do a lot better at certain tracks 
because of that. 

I like the bike to steer as quick as 
possible and I like the brakes, when 
I touch them, to come on real hard 
and real quickly. 

How do the Lucky Strike Roberts 
Yamahas compare with the Marl- 


boro Yamaha machines? Do you get 
equal factory support and 
equipment? 
I think they're very close. I've heard 
widely varying opinions. Some 
people have told me that our bikes 
aren't even close to what Eddie 
(Lawson) has. I don't know anything 
about that. All I feel is that my bike 
is very close to Eddie's. Not the same, 
but very close. 
What are some of the differences? 
Well, if they come out with a new 
set of cylinders or heads or pipes, he's 
going to get them first. Naturally, 
because he's the number one rider. 
His bike is faster than ours, but I 
don’t always know if that's because 
the guys working on his bike have 
been working on that bike for six 
years. They know it and they get the 
tuning right every time. Let's face 
it, last year was our first time 
working on those bikes and tuning 
them. Sometimes we're going out 
there and we're going to be a little 
bit rich and a little bit off and Eddie's 
going to go by us. But, I can't come 
right out and say his bike is better 
because I don't know that. 
Do you think the factory Honda V- 
fours have an advantage over the 
Yamaha this year? 
Yes, I think so. This year they do 
from what I've seen in the two races. 
In what way? 
In top speed, they corner a little 
harder, they handle left to right a 
little quicker and I think overall they 
run crisper. 
re Yamaha has some catching up to 
0? 
Right, and I think they're working 
real hard on that right now. 
Let's discuss tires. After so many 
years with Michelin, you're now 
using Dunlops. How was that deci- 
sion made and what imput did you 
have? 
It was a tough decision, not only for 
me, but for the entire team. Kenny 
(Roberts) told me at the beginning 
of 1986 that we're going with 
Michelin and we're going with all 
the equipment: we know is good. 
Because at the end of the year, and 
after each race, we didn't want any 
excuses. We want to eliminate the 
excuses before we go to the track, 
which is a good philosophy if you 
want to win races. And it worked, 
we went with what was proven and 
we did really well last year. 

At the end of last year we were kind 
of disappointed. There was an A and 
B team with Michelin. I was on the 
B team, so there were certain times 
when they had the best tires and the 
new tires and I couldn't get them. 
But that wasn't so much the problem 
as our concern that since everyone 
was on Michelin, we were just 
another team on Michelin. There's 
no real reason for them to give us 
any extra effort or special service. 

Kenny always had contact with 
Dunlop. He said we should test the 
tires and try what they have. I said, 
great, I think we ought to try them 
to see what they're like. So we tested 
them, some were good, some not so 
good. But the Dunlop people made 
a real strong commitment. If. we 
changed to Dunlop they would back 
us 100%. We would be their A team. 

So it was down to could they 
produce a tire? Dunlop is a big 
company and there's no reason why 
they can't produce a tire as good as 
Michelin. They might not be equal 
to Michelin at the first or second race, 
but I thought that certainly they 
should be able to build a tire. They 
certainly have the technology. 

It was a team decision in the end. 
They got together, figured out which 
tires they thought would be the best 
and the ones we would be running 
in the GPs. Randy went to Malaysia 
to test them and the test went pretty 
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well. He went just as fast there as 
he went on the Michelins. The tires 
he felt were really good. It was real 
hot weather and we thought most of 
the races are really run in the heat. 

I tested a couple of tires at Laguna 
Seca and I was not anywhere near 
the times I would do in a race, but 
it was cold. But I told Kenny that 
I wasn’t afraid to try them. I’m not 
afraid to give it a try. I said it’s a 
big chance, but I wasn’t afraid to take 
a chance. We could come out ahead 
or we could come out behind. 

It was a team decision to go with 
Dunlop because they were going to 
be a good sponsor for the team. 
They’re going to be behind us 100%. 
They’re going to be working real 
hard to develop tires. 

How would you compare the per- 
formance characteristics of Dunlop 
to Michelin tires? 

Well. it’s hard to say because there 
are so many different tires. Some of 


the Dunlops perform very similar to . 


the Michelins. What I have found 
just in a few races is that at the colder 
tracks like in Japan where it was 
really cold but dry, we couldn't get 
them to work. I don't think they're 
coming up to temperature. In Spain 
we had the same problem — we 
couldn't get them to work. As soon 
as it got hot at some of the races, 
then they would begin to work well. 
The Michelins definitely work better 
the first few laps before they go away, 
but once you're on the eighth or 10th 
lap, they seem very close. But yet, 
some of the Dunlops stick really well 
in the first few laps. They're working 
with so many different ideas right 
now — they haven't come up with 
the best combination yet. But they're 
all round and black, you know. 
Concerning the tire selection for a 
particular race, who's imput do you 
rely on? How is the tire choice made? 
Hopefully, it's just mine. Sometimes 
other people put in their imput, but 
I try to make that decision on my 
own. I take imput from the Dunlop 
guys and everybody, but I make the 
choice. 

So it's your decision in the end? 

It has to be. There's only been a 
couple of times when someone else 
has chosen a tire for me. I never felt 
that was the thing to do. I've always 
ended up regretting it. Because if it's 
my decision and it's wrong, I could 
go home and say, 'hey, you screwed 
up -it was wrong.’ But if it's someone 
else's decision and it’s wrong, it's too 
much to expect of somebody else, 
too much of a load to put on 
somebody else. 

The radial and bias-ply tires - are 
there certain conditions or tracks that 
favor one over the other. 

It all depends on what's working. 
Sometimes the radial front will work 
good and sometimes 1t won't. Some- 
times the back radial will work, 
sometimes it won't. The first few 
radials we tried with Dunlop - some 
of them worked good. The ones made 
in England worked not so good. The 
ones made in Japan worked good. 
Then the ones made in Japan didn't 
work well and the ones made in 
England worked great. It's always 
changing at the moment. 

Michelin was always pretty con- 
sistent. They would just say, "here's 
the tire everybody's runs, put it on. 
You want this front or that front?” 
and you put it on. I'll tell you, I ran 
the same tire on the front all last year 
and the same tire on the back all last 
year - the same model, the same serial 
number. Never changed, stayed with 
it and didn't bother changing. I got 
used to it, felt comfortable with it 
and didn't change. 

That's the way I like to do things. 
I like to get used to one thing, get 
comfortable with it and then push 
it past its limit. You can do that 





when you get used to something. If 
you push something past the limit 
that you're not used to, then you get 
into trouble. 

Let's talk about Kenny Roberts. 
What's it like working for him? How 
would you rate him as a manager, 
as a boss? 

He doesn t like to be called manager. 
He says, “I’m not a manager, I’m 
the team owner.” .He has someone 
else as a manager and says that 
because if something goes wrong he 
can fire the manager. He’s just the 
boss, but the team would not be what 
it is without him. No question about 
it. It would not be the same without 
him. It’s because he’s a former World 
Champion and he has won so many 
races and he knows what it takes to 
win. He appreciates what it takes to 
win. When a rider has a problem, 
a lot of other people wouldn’t think 
it’s worth worrying about. But he’s 
been in that position and he knows 
- he'll fix it, he'll change it. He'll 
accommodate that problem. Plus, 
he's very useful. He goes out and sees 
the other riders riding and comes 
back and gives imput. He says, “‘these 
guys are doing this and you're doing 
that." If someone else does that, you 
say so what, but if he does you go, 
‘he knows’ - it’s almost like I was 
out there watching the bikes. 

As a teacher, how does he commun- 
icate his skills and abilities to you? 
He doesn't try to do that. He'll just 
say "when the bike used to do this, 
I would try to change that to see what 
would happen." He would just give 
me his experience but he never tries 
to teach me to ride. I’ve always felt 
that racing these bikes 1s self taught. 
You have to go out and teach 
yourself, you can't really listen to 
other people teach you how to do 
it. You can take their advice and try 
to short-cut your way to the answer, 
but you have to find the answer 
yourself. Someone else can't teach it 
to you. It's not something you can 
learn in a school. 

When Kenny was racing he was 
known for his many requests for 
equipment modifications in search 
of the perfect set-up. How has he 
helped you set-up a bike? 

He's helped me set up bikes by going 
out in turns and watching the way 


our bikes go through and other bikes 
go through, and Honda's got 
through and coming back and tell- 
ing us and he'll leave it to us. He 
doesn't try and get in there (and tell 
you what to do). It's hard for him 
and I know he wants to, he's trying 
to hold himself back, but I think it’s 
because 1f you get too many people's 
imput you get things confused. You 
have to stick with what you know. 
You have to keep changing the bike 
and dial 1t in the way you always 
dialed bikes in. Because I’ve been 
dialing bikes in for 10 years, ever 
since you first go to the racetrack 
you're trying to dial a bike in. To 
try and change that system to some- 
one else's, doesn't work out. 


Are you using any exotic training 
programs or do you rely on your own 
intuitions for physical preparation? 
In the winter I have a tread mill that 
I jog and run on. I've done a lot of 
aerobics during the last couple of 
years. Aerobics, because an aerobic 
session lasts about 40 minutes and 





. What are your ambitions for the next 


few years? 

"There's an unfulfilled goal to win 
a Grand Prix. I really thought that 
if the Dunlops turned out - as I said 
before, it was a team decision to go 
with Dunlop, but the real basic 
reason was to hopefully find an 
advantage on Michelin. That's why 
we took the chance of going with 
an unknown tire. Because the tires 
we're using this year are all new. We 
wanted to hopefully find a tire that 
was better than Michelin. Rather 
than always going out there with the 
same tires as everyone else, we hoped 
we would have an advantage over 
everybody else. I thought well, if we 
do have a slight advantage on tires, 
that's all it takes , and you can win 
GPs. 

I was hoping to win a GP this year. 
In Japan I fell trying to win it. To 
win a Grand Prix is the main thing. 
If you weren't racing, what else 
would you be doing? Do you have 
any other career ambitions? 

No. I don't even think about it.

You have to be able to 
pace yourself off through those 40 
minutes to last, which is very similar 
to a race. It builds stamina rather 
than burning your energy in the first 
10 minutes and not having enough 
for the last 10 minutes. Believe it or 
not, aerobics is a real good way to 
develop a rhythm and pace for 40 
minutes. 

I just go to a health club for the 
aerobics and when I go down to 
Florida in the winter, I do a lot of 
water-skiing and I just go to a local 
place down there for aerobics classes. 
You can find them everywhere you 
go, they're amazing.

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Arai computers offer 
custom helmet designs

The Personalized Order Management Sys- 
tem (POMS) by Arai is a remarkable 
computerized graphics-design system that 
allows helmet buyers to design their own 





graphics when purchasing 
new Arai helmets. 

The compact system, similar 
to a desktop, personal compu- 


ter, permits buyers to key in the type 
of helmet they perfer (the MX Pro 
or one of several street models) and 
a preselected paint pattern (there are 
several options available for each 
helmet model), then allows the 
customer to "paint" his new helmet 
on the color computer monitor with 
the push of a button. The paint 
patterns break each helmet into 
several different segments, and each 
segment can be painted one of 16 
different colors. 

Once the helmet shell is 
"painted," the computer asks the 
customer several questions, includ- 
ing his helmet size, his preference for 
the thickness of cheek padding 
(standard, thick or thin), whether or 
not he wants Arai logos on the 
helmet, and whether or not he wants 
his name or another message to 
appear on the rear of the helmet 
(such a choice 1s lamited to 11 letters).

When the customer's personalized 
design is complete, the computer 
prints out an order form with the 
helmet's complete graphics design 
specifications and the order 1s sent 
to the Arai factory in Japan, where 
each helmet is hand-masked and 
hand-painted. 

Of course, there 1s an added charge 
for the custom paint Job, about $100. 

Unforturnately for helmet buyers, 
POMS is not generally available to 
dealers in the U.S. and won't be 
available in the-forseeable future. 
Although Arai has 75 units in the 
field in Japan, there are only “‘one 
or two" POMS systems available in 
the United States. Arai will loan 


. these units to dealers for open houses 


and other special promotions (inter- 
ested dealers should contact their 
Arai distributors). 

The reason the system hasn't been 
offered to dealers in the U.S. is the 
enormous cost of the POMS's com- 
puter hardware, particularly the 
color monitor, according to Arai's

Team Suzuki 
wins Rockingham 
6-Hour 


- ROCKINGHAM, NC, AUG 8 

Team Suzuki's Mike Harth and Thomas 
Stevens turned in a 313-lap, 469.5-mile 
performance on their Suzuki GSXR1100 to 


win the six-hour endurance road race 


held on the 1.5-mile North | road course. Team Suzuki 
24 Carolina Motor Speedway topped the second-placed 














Human Race Team’s Yamaha 
FZR1000 of Kurt Hall, Ben Martinez 
and Andy Fenwick by four laps. 

Third place overall and second in 
Heavyweight Production went to the 
Genesis Racing Yamaha FZR1000 of 
Tony DeSimone, Jeff Dean and Ken 
Welty; Genesis finished seven laps 
down on Team Suzuki. Fourth 
overall went to Team Racerback’s 
Kenny Payton and B.B. Montemayor 
on their Kawasaki GPX750 with 
Team Hammer’s (on a spare Team 
Suzuki machine) Jeff James and Ron 
Ewerth rounding out the top five on 
a Suzuki GSXR1100. 

The Middlweight Production 
class win went to PDQ Racing’s 
Yamaha FZ600 with Red Stripe 


Racing finishing second on another . 


Yamaha FZ600. FBI took the win in 
the Lightweight class and also 
finished 11th overall on their Kawa- 
saki EX500. FBI's rival, Royale 
Racing, dropped out in the second 
hour with mechanical problems on 
their Yamaha RZ350. Rain-X took 
the Middleweight Superbike win. 
Team Suzuki's win tightened the 


points chase considerably as they 
moved within four points of Human 
Race Team, 789-785. Genesis holds 
down third in the points with 738 
in the championship in which the 
best nine of 15 finishes count. 

The Humans finished second 
overall and won their seventh Hea- 
vyweight Production class of the 
season despite having to borrow an 
engine for the Yamaha FZR1000 at 
the 11th hour. “On Thursday night 
we got a 1000 motor that someone 
lent us," Dave Zupan of the “‘Zoo- 
min"" Humans said. “It came out of 
a near totalled FZR in a shop. We 
took it out of the frame, raced it and 
brought it back to the shop." 

Tire wear was a problem for most 
teams at Rockingham. Most of the 
production teams were using a set 
of tires at the rate of every three and 
a half hours, due mainly to the heat. 
Team Suzuki went through one front 
and three rear Michelins, due to what 
Team Captain John Ulrich later 
described as “ʻa real abrasive track 
surface.” 

Human Race Team was another 
team affected by tire wear. “We had 
an unexpected front tire change with 
Ben (Martinez riding,” Zupan said. 
"But we held it together and 1t went 
okay. Because of the heat we didn't 
ride stints as long as we normally : 
do (45 minutes instead of the cus- 
tomary hour and 10 to hour and 15 
minutes). We tried ice vests at times 
also." 

A crash early in the race brought 
out the red flag and a 20 minute 
delay, but after that it was smooth 
sailing except for the heat and tire 
wear problems. After the first hour 
there were seven teams on the lead 
lap: Team Suzuki, Human Race 
Team, Racerback, Gamma, Solmax, 
HJE and Genesis. 

Hour two saw Human with a one 
lap lead over Genesis and Team 
Suzuki with 94 laps to 93. Team 
Suzuki was suffering from a fuel 
boiling situation when the level of 
gasoline got low in the tank, and 
were forced to make more pit stops 
than usual. 

By the third hour, however, Team 
Suzuki was in front to stay with a 
comfortable, and growing, one lap 
lead over the Humans, 149-148. 
Genesis was dropping off the pace 
with 146 laps, after encountering tire 
wear problems. 

The rear Metzeler tire on the 
Genesis Yamaha had worn through 
to the cords with Welty at the 
controls and his longer lap times 
showed the results. When Welty 
returned to the track with fresh 
rubber his times dropped five-to-six 
seconds a lap, but it was too late to 
make a run at the now-dominating 
Team Suzuki and Human Race 
Team. 

By the fifth hour, Team Suzuki 
was five laps clear, 258-253, over the 
Humans with Genesis holding down 
third with 249 laps. Team Suzuki 
cruised in for the easy win. 

One of the teams to exit the race 
early was Team Solmax. According 
to team owner Cindy Bowen, the 
Suzuki GSXR1100’s engine over- 
heated and boiled over about an hour 
into the event. Then the clutch cover 
gasket started leaking and rather 
than risk blowing up more engines, 
the Solmax entry was retired. The 
team had just moved into third place 
when the situation developed. 

"The race was won in the pits," 
Team Suzuki's Ulrich said. “We had 
faster wheel changes than the other 


guys." =

Schultz downs Mafaro 
in Brainerd Drags

In many of the European motorcycle 





magazines, Kawasaki runs an ad that extols 
the performance their bikes offer. ‘The ad 
copy ends with the phrase: "Who can catch 


a Kawasaki?" 
After David Schultz's second 
26 win (and third final-round 


appearance) of the year at the 


NHRA Quaker State NorthStar Na- 
tionals, that ad could be run in 
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over the NHRA point standings lead. 
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John Mafaro made it to the final by scoring his first win in five years 
over perennial champion Terry Vance in round three. 





publications in the U.S. with the 
amended phrase: "Who can catch 
Dave Schultz on a Kawasaki?” 

That's what Suzuki riders Terry 
Vance, John Mafaro, Rick Stetson, 
and just about the entire field must 
be muttering after the NorthStars. 
Schultz, the lone Kawasaki rider in 
a Pro Stock field overpopulated with 
Suzukis, whipped Mafaro in the final 
for the win. 

There were two other advantages, 
one tangible, the other a little less 
able to pin down, Schultz gained 
with the win at the northern Min- 
nesota facility. He took the lead from 
Vance (by 44 points) in the Castrol 
GTX Motorcycle Championship for 
the first time this year, gaining the 
points' momentum going into the 
all-important U.S. Nationals, where 
the winner will earn more points 
(1500 versus 1000) for a win than at 
any other events. What's more, 
Schultz has the role of the favorite 
going into Indy, a race that will draw 
the best riders in the sport. 


Schultz's win, Castrol points lead, 
and pre-Indy momentum, were due 
in part to Mafaro, who took out 
Vance in a great semi-final's race. 
Although Vance didn't have low ET 
of the west at this point (Schultz did 
with a first-round 8.13), and Mafaro 
had run quicker than him in the 
second round, Vance's awesome 
reputation (he has 23 career NHRA 
wins) was something that figured 
into the equation. 

"I was concentrating on cutting a 
good light and getting out first,” said 
Mafaro afterwards. “The last time I 
beat Terry was five years ago and I 
really wanted to do it. I had the lane 
choice and I felt confident about the 
race. We went to a taller gear in the 
rear sprocket and that helped to 
bring the lower ET from the second 
round." 

Mafaro did two things that 
accounted for his win over Vance: 
he cut a personal best reaction time 
and ran a personal best ET. An 
unreal .415 light to Vance's .511 held 








off Vance's second fastest run of all- 
time for a Pro Stock bike, an 8.094 
(Vance holds the record at 8.092), to 
Mafaro's very good 8.16. The dis- 
tance separating the two machines 
at the finish line was less than half 
a wheel. 

Actually, all eyes were on Mafaro 
even before that win. By the end of 
the second and last session on 
Saturday, the Saddlebrook, New 
Jersey, resident was in the number 
one qualifying position with an 8.30. 

The day's hot weather (which 
pushed the corrected altitude read- 
ings up to almost 3000 feet) and 
strong headwind affected the perfor- 
mance of the bikes to the point that 
substandard times came up on the 
boards for all the riders. After a storm 
and cool front passed through on 
Saturday night, dropping the cor- 
rected altitude to around 800 feet and 
bringing with it a tailwind, the times 
improved markedly. 

Schultz began the first round by 
dropping Dave Catalano with his 
best shot of the meet, an 8.13 to 
Catalano's troubled 8.77. 

Meanwhile, Vance had a race on 
his hands with Jim Beatty. He was 
late on the lights, got out of the 
groove, used body english to correct, 
and then powered by Beatty before 
the lights for the win. Furthermore, 
the Vance & Hines team were lean 
on the jetting of the carbs, which 
caused the motor to bog at the green. 

Mafaro took the only bye of the 
day and ran an 8.24, due to some 
experimenting with a new Goodyear 
tire. 

In the second round, Mafaro 
adjusted the rear wheel for the 
newness of the tire and ripped off 
an 8.18 to down Lou Cuviello, who 
was no match with an 8.50. Cuviello 
got past Cajun National winner Rick 
Stetson the round before when 
n broke a clutch linkage on the 
ine. 

The lean air/fuel mixture condi- 
tion wasn't discovered until after the 
second round which caused Vance to 
drop off to an 8.22 in his win over 
Lance Boyer. Schultz established his 
consistency streak with an 8.14 
victory over Rick Gero in round two. 

After the shocker between Vance 
and Mafaro took.place, Schultz and 
Russ Olmstead got set to square off. 

Olmstead has established a repu- 
tation as a gutty competitor lately. 
For one thing, his Suzuki was built 
in 1979 and has a motor of the two- 
valve design, as opposed to the four- 
valver of all the newer Suzukis. For 
another thing, Olmstead still uses 
the smaller Goodyear road racing 
tire, while all of his fellow compet- 
itors have switched over to the new 
larger Goodyears. It's a credit to him 
as a rider and tuner that he turns 
the numbers he does with his present 
equipment. Although he gave it a 
good fight, his 8.20 came up short 
against Schultz's stronger 8.13. 

It might have been a closer final 
than it was if Mafaro had come up 
with a final-round ET closer to his 
semi-final number. He didn't give 
the motor enough throttle before 
letting the clutch out and the bike 
sputtered after leaving the line. He 
admitted the mental error was a 
result of concentrating on the lights. 

Schultz calmly hit a .517 light and 
ran his fourth eight-teen of the day, 
an 8.15. Indicative of the horsepower 
Schultz was making was the fact 
that he reset top speed of the meet 
four times during the weekend. 

Who can catch a Kawasaki? There 
are about half a dozen Suzuki riders 
out there who would like to answer 
that question. With three races left 
— Indy, the Chief Nationals, and the 
Winston Finals, Schultz is in for a 
strong argument from the rest of the 


pack. [

AMA National Enduro Series: Round 7 


Bertram scores at 
Speedsville Enduro

SPEEDSVILLE, NY, AUG. 16 


Husqvarna's Dave Bertram stayed on the gas 
and away from the problems long enough 
to tally two less points than KTM's Kevin 
Hines at Speedsville, claiming the overall 


and 30 more points toward the 
National Championship. 
Hines still leads the point 
standings, an unofficial 188 to 
Bertram's 165, with five races left on 
the calendar. 

Bertram's win was not totally 
without incident, but he was as self- 
deprecating, as usual, about it. “I 
basically lucked into this one. My 
odometer broke at 16 miles and never 
came back, but that was about the 
only mistake I made. I had a really 
good ride — for a change!" 

"I think some of those check clocks 
were broken, too!" joked Bertram's 
teammate Jeff Irwin. “They were 
stuck on 58!" He was talking about 
Bertram's uncanny luck at two of the 
tough checks during the day, where 
he just managed to blast past the 
check flags a second or two before 
the cards were flipped. Two checks 
were all it took, with Bertram 
dropping 11 points to Hines’ 13. 
Their closest competition was Hon- 
da’s Drew Smith, who finished third 
overall with 16 points. 

The 1987 Speedsville National 
could hardly have been more differ- 
ent than the same race last year. The 


hail, electrical storms and deluge of 
last year were only a memory in the 
ruts carved into some of the trails; 
this year the course was dry, and even 
dusty in some sections. On Saturday 
afternoon, in one of the warm-up 
sections, the National riders were 
using a dry creek bed that would have 
been a difficult swim in 1986. 

Riders were expecting dust in the 
morning, but most were unprepared 
for the first section of woods trails. 
Under the trees it was cool, moist 
and unbelievably slippery. There’s 
something about the local terrain 
that traps water and makes the most 
of it, and the early sections were like 
riding on greased glass. An "early" 
check at about nine miles out could 
have easily become a late check for 
the AA riders as they sorted things 
out for the 130 miles that would 
follow; and it was definitely a late 
check for the sleeping riders. 

The second check was a total 
surprise. Those who were actually 
scored in it saw a checkpoint on a 
new piece of trail that dog-legged off 
of an existing trail. Those who 
weren't scored at it only noticed a 
blank spot on their cards and messed 
up mileage. Bertram made the

second check, no problem. Practi- 
cally.every one of the other AA riders 
missed it. But, according to AMA 
rules, the check must be dumped if 
more than 50 percent of the riders 
miss it, and only around 100 riders 
out of 305 were scored. Forget check 
two. 

It would have been a zero check, 
anyhow. The first late check of the 
day was check number three, and 
broken odometer or no, Bertram just 
squeaked in for a one-point loss. 
Hines was on the minute behind, and 
scrambled past the flags just as the 
cards were being flipped, losing two 
points. He carried the two points 
into the next section, losing two at 
the fourth check, and, to his benefit, 
Bertram also lost two. 

One of the few burns on the first 
loop was posted by Carolina Tool 
rider Randy Hawkins, when he was 
marked as burning the third check, 
which seemed a little «dd since 
everyone else was late. There was 
quite a bit of talk about it afterwards, 
but the score went unprotested and 
Hawkins kept the two points. 

Some riders complained about the 
arrowing of the course, with turns 
being marked too abruptly, and more 
than one rider had a “lost” story to 
tell afterwards. Hines claimed brain- 
fade and a torn route sheet when he 
came out of the woods into what 
looked like a gas available, but it was 
only spectators jockying for parking 
spaces on an asphalt road. “I made 
a left up the road, and I should have 
gone straight into the woods. By the 
time I realized my mistake and got 
back on the track, I wound up losing 
a point at the next check. But, so 
did Dave. That section really hurt.” 

It didn't hurt as badly as getting 
lost hurt Kawasaki's Jeff Fredette. 

“I just lost the arrows and went 
wandering up a gravel road. By the 
time I found my way again I was 
in deep trouble," he said. Fredette 
figured the time lost cost him four 
points. 

The enduro came down to seconds 
at the very last check, when Bertram 
came in at “58” once again, and 


Hines arrived just as the cards were 
flipped, losing an additional point 
to make it 11 to 13. Smith hustled 
his XR250 into third with 16 points, 
just 12 seconds ahead of Husky’s Jeff 
Russell who also had a 16. Jeff Irwin 
carded an 18 for fifth, right in front 
of Hawkins with his “warm” 19. 
Pittsburgh rider Mike Toole took 
seventh place, just seconds ahead of 
Kevin Bennett, who was also the top 
finishing ECEA rider. Both riders 
had 19 points. 

Fredette finished ninth with a 21, 
and Richard Heins was 10th overall 
and High Point A with 26 points. 

New England rider David Niemiec 
took High Point B with six points. 
The B riders only rode the first two 
loops, but considering the fact that 
the AA riders were dropping four or 
five points over the same sections, 
Niemiec's ride was anything but 
mellow. Scott Chapwich carded a 32 
to take home High Point C. 

Speedsville was a National to the 
out-of-town boys, but it was just 
another stop on the hotly-contested 
ECEA circuit to the locals. Kevin 
Bennett will definitely pick up some 
points as the top ECEA rider, with 
his eighth overall finish. The ECEA 
Championship is currently being 
traded back and forth between Ben- 
nett, Bruce Dengler, and 1986 Cham- 
pion Jack Lafferty, Jr. Bennett got 
top points, while Dengler was scored 
as second in the ECEA A Expert 
class, Husky rider Hank Stankiewicz 
was third and Lafferty fourth. Unof- 
ficially, it appears that Dengler is 
first in ECEA points, followed 
closely by Bennett and Lafferty. 

Only two injuries were reported, 
one broken leg and a broken collar- 
bone. Allan Walter of Laconia, New 
Hampshire, parked his bike to sit 
with the rider .with the broken leg 
until help arrived, and for- his 
thoughtfulness the IDR awarded 
him with a finisher mug and a cap 
at the trophy presentation. 

The Ithaca Dirt Riders, under the 
august leadership of perennial Pres- 
ident George Marrer, did an excellent 
job, with a stadium trials demonstra-

Hop up: Dallas Baker Products' 
Yamaha YZ250 Enduro 


It's more than 
just trick 





By Kit Palmer 


Finding a production 250cc, two-stroke 
enduro bike these days is getting a little on 


the tough side. There just isn’t a whole lot 
out there to chose from, especially 1f you 


want to go Japanese. There are 
a few European models out 
there, but, Japanese-wise — 
zilch! 


There is an alternative, however. 
You can take a production Japanese- 
made 250cc, two-stroke motocrosser 
and transform it into an enduro 
machine, which is exactly what 
Dallas Baker of Dallas Baker Pro- 


ducts (DBP) did to a 1987 Yamaha 
YZ250. ! 

Dallas Baker's company is located 
in Orange, California, and he spe- 
cializes 1n building and designing 
performance engine, frame and 
suspension parts for just about any 
make motorcycle. One of Baker's 
latest creations 18 his Yamaha YZ250- 
turned enduro. 

Some of the modifications made

to the YZ were completely designed 
by Baker, such as the rear disc brake. 
The dual-activated piston rear disc 
and hub is built from scratch using 
20/24 aluminum alloy. The com- 
plete rear disc brake system is slightly 
lighter than the stock drum brake. 


In the suspension department, 


Baker revalves both the rear shock 
and front fork for less compression, 
and he relies on the standard springs. 
He uses Kal-Gard 5wt. oil im the 
shock and in the fork, measured six 
inches below the fork tube. 

Baker trashed the stock five-speed 
transmission and replaced it with a 
1983 Yamaha IT250 six-speed trans- 
mission. Some modifications. were 
needed but nothing extremely major. 
He had to add a 3.5mm spacer on 
the dead end bearing on the imput 
shaft, and drill out the imput shaft 
by 15mm for the clutch push rod. 

The new transmission required 
final drive gearing to be changed, as 
well. The stock YZ comes with a 14- 
tooth countershaft sprocket and a 51- 
tooth rear sprocket. Baker replaced 
that with a 14/49 combination. 
Baker designed the rear sprocket out 
of the extremely light but strong 20/ 





an Answer Products spark arrester/ 
silencer attached. 

A heavy-duty aluminum skid 
plate, built by DBP, was installed on 
the Yamaha. Baker said his skid plate 
mounts sturdier and is lighter than 
most aftermarket skid plates. 

Although the YZ we rode didn't 
have a lighting system installed, 
Baker has mounted them on other 
YZs, using a Yamaha Tri-Z ATV 
ignition and half the crank, which 
also gives the YZ a heavier flywheel 
effect. 

Baker used products from a few 
other aftermarket companies to 
finish off the Yamaha. He installed 
a larger, 3.5 gallon, sano-looking 
IMS (International Motorsports) gas 
tank that bolts right on and uses the 
stock YZ radiator shrouds. 

Baker uses a lower profile YZ125 
seat padding and blue cover, both 
built by Ceet Racing Products. The 
Ceet padding, says Baker, 1s more 
durable than stock padding. The 
front number plate/headlight assem- 
bly and hand guards are made by 
Acerbis Plastics; the taillight is a 
bolt-on Flanders International acces- 
sory. Baker installed blue Honda CR 
fork boots on the Yamaha, and he 
replaced the stock Yamaha handleb- 
ars for Interam Honda CR-bend 
handlebars, which have less kickback 


than the stock units. 


After Baker’s motor modifications, the Yamaha produces tons of low- 
end torque, while maintaining plenty of power on top. 





24 aluminum alloy. The counter- 
shaft and rear sprocket were built by 
Circle Industries for Baker. Baker 
swapped the stock drive chain for a 
stronger RK O-ring chain. 

Baker also replaced the stock 
Mikuni carburetor with a Keihin, 
which came pre-jetted from Sudco 
International. The Keihin, accord- 
ing to Baker, is more responsive and 
easier to jet, and isn’t quite as affected 
by altitude as the Mikuni. 

Baker also ported the Yamaha to 
give it more punch at low- to mid- 
range. Most of the porting modifi- 
cations were made to the exhaust 
port and auxiliary exhaust port 
areas. Other motor changes include 
the addition of Boyesen reed valves 
and a Pro-Circuit exhaust pipe with 


Baker uses the reliable ICO 
odometer set-up to handle timekeep- 
ing. ICO also offers bolt on clocks 
and computers. 

Riding the YZ was pure pleasure. 
What impressed us the most was the 
easy-to-use motor, and the rear disc 
brake. 

First of all, the motor was 
extremely managable for all types of 
enduro situations. It pulled 
extremely well at low RPM and 
rarely, if ever, fell off the pipe in 
those low-speed, engine-bogging 
sections. The increased bottom-end 
power from the porting, pipe and 
reeds, combined with the six-speed 
tranny, made the Yamaha extremely 
potent on the trail. It was easy to 
ride fast on tight trails and had

Carr disposed of Rehmert, 
Roeder and Estep and closed on 
Morehead, but getting close and 
getting by are two different things 
as Carr shadowed Morehead to the 
checkers. Estep won the battle for 
third in front of Roeder, Doug Davis, 
Eric Rausch and Rehmert. 

The evening’s nightcap, the ““Dash 
for Cash," gave Carr and others one 
more shot at Morehead. It was not 
to be as the Hank Scott-tuned, F&S 
H-D/KK Supply/Laube's Cycle 
World/John Dragoo-sponsored 
Morehead romped home the 
winner. Carr took second with Brian 
Hardin third in front of Estep — 
Davis.

Team Lockhart blisters 


Road Atlanta 500

BRASELTON, GA, AUG. 15 


Riding to their fifth win of the 1987 season, 
their second in a row, and their second win 
this year at Road Atlanta, Team Lockhart's 
Larry “Rad Red" Shorts and Dale Quarter- 


ley rode 38 other teams into the 
pavement around Road Atlan- 
ta's demanding 2.52-mile road 
COUTSC. 

Both Shorts and Quarterley were 
down on power, with the red-haired 
duo suffering from a bout of the flu, 
but you couldn't tell it as they beat 
second place Dutchman Racing by 
29.18 seconds with the front two 
covering 124 laps. Finishing third 
was the Team Sanibel entry a lap 
down. 





Both Lockhart and Dutchman 
rode on Michelin radials with 
Sanibel finishing on Metzeler bias 
ply slicks, and all three rode 
GSXRIIO0O0 Suzukis. Taking the 
GTU win in front of their home 
crowd was the Team UNO Honda 
CB600 Hurricane with riders Troy 
Sorenson and Adam Smith finishing 
fifth overall, covering 120 laps. 

As the season nears the end, the 
points standings continue to remain 
close and shuffle with each round. 





The battle for the GTO lead, which 
California based Hyper-Cycle Rac- 
ing has led for a good portion of the 
season, has changed for the last three 
rounds. After the Mid-Ohio round 
(round eight), Hyper-Cycle lost the 
GTO points lead to the Michigan- 
based High Tech Racing Suzuki as 
they headed for Memphis (round 
nine). Coming into the Road Atlanta 
round High Tech led Hyper-Cycle 
by 176 points, Chicago, Illinois’ 
Second City Racing held third in 
GTO points just 85 behind Hyper- 
Cycle and Pennsylvania’s Dutchman 
Racing held fourth 171 points down 
to Second City. 

After holding the GTU and the 
overall points lead for most of the 
season, Asphalt Aviators lost the 
overall and GTU lead to Kayo’s 
GTU team after Memphis, and, 
going into the Road Atlanta round 
Kayo GTU held a slim 30-point lead 
on the Aviators. 

Saturday morning's practice ses- 
sions began on an ominous note for 
the Kayo entries in what would later 
turn out to be a race the Kayo teams 
would have rather missed. Taking 
delivery of a new Honda CB600 
Hurricane for the remaining five 
rounds, Kayo's Tommy Sloan over- 
cooked turn one and crashed. “I just 
got in too hot in turn one,” he said. 
"We did some suspension changes 
and used some stiffer fork oil and 
I guess it was too stiff." The Kayo 
crew led by Linsay Rentzell went to 
work on the crashed Hurricane to get 
it ready for the 1:30 p.m. start. 

On the pole sat the Lockhart 
Racing/U.S. Suzuki/AGV/Kal- 
Gard/Cam-2/Performance 
Machine/RK/Michelin-sponsored 
GSXR1100 Suzuki with High Tech 
Racing next to Lockhart. Hyper- 
Cycle Racing, Dutchman Racing, 
and Kayo Racing filled out the front 
row all mounted on the potent 
Suzuki GSXRs. Holding the pole 
position for the GTU entries in the 
second wave were the GTU 1986 
National champs, Paul Smith Rac- 
ing on their Yamaha FZ600. 

Famous for his lightning fast 
holeshots, Kevin Rentzell on the 
Kayo Racing Suzuki led the field into 
turn-one and proceeded to leave the 
balance of the 38 teams behind. Doug 
Brauneck on the Dutchman Racing/ 
Pennzoil 10 Minute Oil Change/ 
Michelin/Shoei/D.I.D/GS/PBI/ 
ND/Yoshimura-sponsored GSXR- 
1100 Suzuki ran a distant second, ex- 
Miami-Vice, sometimes Kayo GTU 
rider, and full-time Team Suzuki 
rider Thomas Stevens was taking a 
break from the WERA Endurance 
Series and riding for the Team 
Sanibel entry with Mark McGuade 
in third. Fourth. was the Team 
Lockhart Suzuki with Quarterley 
taking the first leg and all three 
running in a tight pack. Fifth and 
leading the next pack of GTO teams 
was the Top Gun Racing Yamaha 
FZR1000, Hyper-Cycle Racing, 
High Tech Racing in a pack, then 
came Never Ready Racing, Team 
Florida, and South Florida Racing 
in the next bunch rounding out the 
top 10 by the end of the first lap. 

The GTU lead was held by Donald 
Jacks on the Paul Smith Racing/ 
Kendall Oil/SuperlIrapp/RSC/ 
Cycle Riders/RK/KMW Systems- 
sponsored Yamaha FZ600, Kayo 
Racing, and Team UNO separated 
by no more than one-half a second. 
Asphalt Aviators held a distant 
fourth on their Yamaha FJ600, 
Roswell Racing was fifth in GTU, 
and Front Racing ran sixth in the 
600cc class. 

By lap two Rentzell had a 10- 
second lead and was increasing it 
each lap. Top Gun Racing soon 
joined the battle for second through 


fifth and remained on Lockhart’s 
rear wheel. With Rentzell threaten- 
ing to turn the race into a runaway, 
the GTU race was beginning to look 
like a 10-lap sprint race. It was 
obvious Kayo had the crashed Hur- 
ricane back in one piece as Paul 
Smith, Kayo, and Team UNO re- 
mained locked in a 1-2-3 draft. 

Continuing to make his comeback 
after an early season dirt bike crash, 
Kayo's Donnie Rowe pressured Paul 
Smith's Jacks as they went under the 
bridge in turn 11. Turning in what 
would be the best race of his career, 
UNO's Troy Sorenson kept the 
pressure on Rowe just behind in 
third. 

By lap four, Rentzell on the Kayo 
Corporation/ Yokohama/D.1.D/ 
GS/Daito/Auto-Litre/Fox/Cycle 
Performance-sponsored GSXR1100 
Suzuki was already beginning to lap 
back markers. Quarterley moved the 
Lockhart Suzuki into third and 
closed on Dutchman. The GTU race 
saw Rowe put the Kayo/Sloane 
Cycle/Yokohama/D.I.D/GS/ 
Shoei/Kerker/Auto-Litre/Cycle 
Performance-sponsored Honda Hur- 
ricane in front at the end of lap four 
with Sorenson moving the Team 
xn Honda in front on the next 
ap. 

By lap 17, Stevens on the McQuade 
Construction/Ft. Myers Cycle/Speed 
& Sport-sponsored Suzuki got 
around Lockhart. On lap 22, the first 
incident of what would be a long and 
frustrating day for the Kayo riders 
happened. As Rentzell, who by now 
had lapped midway through the field 
including the GTU leaders, sud- 
denly slowed as he exited turn one. 
The pace he had been setting appar- 
ently broke the cush drive on the 
Suzuki. 

“I was just cruising, my pit crew 
even gave me a slow down signal," 
he said. “I went into turn one and 
felt a severe jerk and the rear wheel 
locked up. I felt a bunch of parts hit 
me and thought the motor had 
blown up. It pulled the studs 
through the Marvic cush drive, (five 
and one-half-inch Marvic), the 


. motor was good and strong today." 


Dutchman by now had built a 
sizable lead on Team Sanibel and 
was the team on the move. Brauneck 
continued to put time on Sanibel 
with Top Gun Racing's Bill Kelly 
and Bryan Schwing making their 
strongest showing of the season 
running fourth on their Competi- 
tion Cycle/Pro-Pad/Shoei/RK/ 
Gold Coast-sponsored Yamaha 
FZR1000, and Jim Sherrill and John 
Curwick on the Team Florida Suzuki 
GSXR1100 in fifth. 

Sorenson on the Team UNO/ 
Atlanta Lawn & Sprinkler/Palmer & 
Jones/NKG/Kayo Corp./Wiesco/ 
Kerker Honda and Rowe on the Kayo 
Honda were running two abreast 
entering turn 11 lap after lap with 
Rowe trying to gain the advantage 
on UNO. Sorenson would hold the 
edge as they exited from under the 
bridge maintaining UNO's lead 
until lap 35 when Kayo took the 
GTU lead for the next two laps until 
UNO moved back in front. 

Dutchman Racing made their first 
pit stop on lap 37 with Lockhart 
staying out and moving into the lead. 
Dave Schlosser had the Dutchman 
Suzuki in second, Sanibel third, and 
Never Ready Racing's Buddy Keller 
and Brad Smith on their Suzuki 
GSXR moving to fourth, dropping 
Top Gun down one spot Adam 
Smith, now on for UNO, worked 
into the top 10 taking sixth overall. 
At this point (lap 40) the standings 
remained virtually unchanged with 
Lockhart holding first overall and 
Team UNO holding first in GTU. 

South Florida Racing's Rick Shaw 
and Ken Stephens on their Yamaha 





FZR1000 were running eighth over- 
all and sixth in GTO, and were 
having problems left over from their 
two crashes the previous week in 
Memphis. Running the most con- 
sistent and highest placing Yamaha 
team in the series up to this round, 
but not in the hunt today still 
suffering from their Memphis 
crashes. Kayo Racing had fixed the 
broken cush drive and put Dean 
Swims on to try and gain some 
valuable points. Swims reentered the 
race 26 laps down to the leaders. 

On lap 64 Swims crashed hard as 
he came down the hill under the 
bridge going into turn 12. “We were 
eae a few laps down after the cush 

rive broke and just going for 
mileage points. I was cruising, I 
.came down under the bridge not 
doing anything different than before. 
I came up on the inside and rolled 
the power on late to compensate for 
the tighter apex and the next thing 
I knew, I was down," Swims would 
later say. 

Jam-Up II's Glen Cooper who was 
just behind Swims when he crashed 
added, “Deano passed me out of the 
bridge, both wheels just broke loose 
and 1t pitched him off." 

Lap 106 saw both Lockhart and 
Dutchman go a lap up on Sanibel. 


Dutchman continued to run a strong - 


second after suffering their first 
mechanical DNF the weekend before 
with a blown motor. “We pitched 
up six seconds in the pits on Lock- 
hart that last time. We've got Kevin 
Clarke riding with us today to help 
out. I was up three straight nights 
building the motor after Memphis 
to get ready for this round," said 
Dutchman's Dave Schlosser. 

Normally both Hyper-Cycle Rac- 
ing and High Tech Racing are in 
contention for the lead, but both 
suffered mechanical DNFs at Road 
Atlanta. Hyper-Cycle lost a foot peg 
early in the race dropping them a 
lap down, later dropping out with 
a broken valve on the Carry Andrew/ 
Jeff Herzog Suzuki. High Tech's 
Larry Juerink and Eric Moe DNF 
when their Suzuki GSXR1100 retired 
when the push/pull throttle return 
cable setup especially for Keihin 
carbs broke. On this same lap, the 
day finally ended for all the Kayo 
entries when the Hurricane slung a 
rod through the cases while running 
second just 18 laps from the end. 
This moved Out & Out Racing's 
Marc Lautzenhiser and Lennis 
Combs into third in GTU. 

Near the end (lap 110) with Quar- 
terley riding the last leg for Lockhart 
and Brauneck on for Dutchman it 
looked like it could come down to 
the wire. 

Closing at the rate of one to two 
seconds per lap on Lockhart and just 
18 seconds behind on lap 112, 
Brauneck soon realized he would run 
out of laps and backed off with 
Quarterley doing the same. Lockhart 
took the win followed by Dutchman 
and Sanibel. Lockhart finished on a 
SO211 radial Michelin mounted to 
a three and one-half-inch Perfor- 
mance Machine front wheel. They 
used a $O1124 rear radial on a five 
and one-half-inch Performance 
Machine rear wheel. Dutchman used 
the same Michelin tire compound, 
but were on Techno-Magnesiso 
wheels, (five and one-half rear, three 
and one-half front). Sanibel finished 
on Metzeler bias ply slicks (front 110/ 
70-18's J compound, rear 170/60B- 
18 MBS) also a J compound tire 
mounted to stock Suzuki wheels. 

"It was great to win before our 
home crowd, I want to say thanks 
to all our riders, they rode a great 
race, and thanks to our sponsors,” 
said UNO's crew chief/team captain, 
Graham Clark with UNO rider 
Sorenson adding, "Adam was close 





to me out there today on lap times, 
we're realy consistent to each other. 
Me and Donnie (Rowe) got hooked 
up today (handlebars) going into 
turn one, and just had to ride it out.” 

"We were down on power today, 
but I won't take anything away from 
those guys (UNO and Kayo), they 
were riding great today," said Paul 
Smith of Paul Smith Racing. 

"We made sure we had plenty of 
fuel to finish the race today, we 
weren't taking any chances of run- 
ning out," said Lockhart's tuner, 
Keith Perry. 

Top Gun Racing finished fourth 
overall (fourth GTO) with Never 
Ready Racing taking sixth overall 
and fifth in GTO. South Florida 
took seventh overall (sixth GTO), 
eighth overall and second GTU was 
Paul Smith Racing with Team 


. Florida ninth overall (seventh GTO) 


and Echo Racing rounding out the 
top 10 (eighth GTO). 

Dutchman was the big gainer in 
points moving into the GTO points 
lead and second overall in the series, 
just 27 points behind first overall and 
first in GTU Kayo Racing. Asphalt 
Aviators continued their : slide in the 
points dropping to third, (second in 
GTU), High Tech Racing remains 
in fourth overall, (second 1n GTO), 
and Second City Racing holds fifth 
overall in points (third in GTO). 
Even with their fifth win of the series, 
Team Lockhart must win the last 
three out of four rounds to keep their 
number one plate in 1988. 

Lockhart averaged 95.044 mph for 
the win covering the 503 kilometers 
in three hours and 17 minutes. 

In AMA/CCS Regional sprint 
action following Saturday’s Endu- 
rance round, Experts Graham James 
and Greg Tysor came out the big 
winners in the eight-lap finals. 
James rode to wins in Lightweight 
Superbike combined and Heavy- 
weight Supersport combined and 
took second in Heavyweight Super- 
bike. Tysor rode his Continental 
Tires Honda CB600 Hurricane to 
wins in Formula Two Expert and 
Middleweight Supersport combined 
along with seconds in Heavyweight 
Supersport combined and Middle- 
weight Superbike. 

Other top sprint racers for the 
weekend were Donald Jacks on his 
Mitch Marqui/Cycle Riders- 
sponsored Honda Hurricane beating 
lysor in the Middleweight Super- 
bike race. Jacks and Tysor swapped 
the lead for most of the race until 
Jacks got around for the lead in the 
final laps of the race. e

and Nelson no chance to lay it down. 
Nelson ended the night with a 
broken foot. Canada's John Kehoe 
beat Mike Cortese and Lewis to the 
finish after the restart. The second 
semi vaulted Tom .Burge, Lance 
Darsow and Dillon to the main. 

Cortese took the lead in the main 
event but was hugged ughtly by 
Darsow. “The Colorado Cowboy” 
dropped Cortese to second on lap 
three. Meanwhile Dillon, the Can- 
adian National Champion, quietly 
moved into third place. Darsow 
appeared to have the lead in hand 
until the white flag lap when Dillon 
surged from third to first and Dillon 
had to settle for second. 

The Can-Am challenge allowed 
each member of the 10 rider teams 
to ride four umes. Scoring was done 
on a 3-2-1-0 basis for each race.

Lucero gave Schwartz a rap in the 
first turn but the leader quickly 
recovered and moved out to a com- 
manding lead on the Budweiser/ 
C.T.I. Brace/Cirello Racing/Bell/

forth on the opening lap. 

Schwartz began to turn it into a 
runaway while Lucero and Hicks 
went at it for the number two spot. 
Lucero finally asserted himself 
before the end of the second revo- 
lution but it was far too late to catch 
the streaking leader. Sid Sutton 
brought out the checkered and 
Schwartz had close to a half-straight 
bulge over Lucero, Hicks and Phil 
Collins.

On lap six, James on 
his Quick Sand & Gravel/Dunlop/ 
EBC/Scooter Stafford Suzuki/Shoei- 
sponsored Suzuki GSXR750 passed 
Harth on the inside of turn one 
taking the lead. James continued to 
lead the entire lap, but Harth took 
advantage of the extremely fast turn 
nine leading onto the straight to 
draft back by James for the lead. 
James again got by Harth in turn 
one and at the completion of lap 
seven, 1t was James, Harth and Tysor 
three abreast coming down the front 
straight with Russell only a wheel 
away. 

Russell took advantage of the three 
bike draft and shot by all three in

Arai/Moto-X  Fox/Team  US- 
supported Jon Nelson proved invin- 
cible in 125 and 250cc Pro compe- 
tition, as the fifth round of the six 
race Coors Silver Bullet Summer 
Series was staged at Argyll Park near 
Dixon.

Goodfellow tops 
Superbike Challenge 
West Road Race

CALGARY, ALBERTA, CANADA, 
AUG. 8-9 

Gray Goodfellow returned to the 
Canadian National Championships 
with a clear victory at round five of 
the Motoplan-Castrol-backed series 
at the new Race City facility in 
Calgary, while his Suzuki teammate 
Michel Mercier placed a safe second 
to virtually clinch his second con- 
secutive number one plate. 

After stalling on the line in his 
heat race and charging up to fifth, 
Goodfellow got an incredible start 
in the final to put his Yoshimura 
North West/Shoei/Wiseco/ Castrol/ 
Dunlop Suzuki GSXR750R LTD 
into the lead by the first turn. Mercier 
slotted into second on the number 
one Sunoco/Shoei/Treen/Wiseco/ 
Dunlop/Phoenix/Yoshimura NW/ 
Gray's/Rocket GSXR, while Steve 
Dick's Allied Honda Interceptor was 
right on Mercier's rear fender for 
third. Fourth place rider Tom 
Walther, Honda VFR750 Intercep- 
tor, had Rueben McMurter, Tom 
Douglas and Norm Murphy right on 
his tail. Rothman-Honda rider Paul 
MacMillan -was at the back of the 
field after the first lap, due to an off- 
track journey caused by a near crash 
with Walther just as MacMillan was 
attempting to pass. 

Goodfellow was setting a blazing 
pace at the front, while points leader 
Mercier was following his prerace 
plan of staying out of trouble and 
riding for the points. But Dick was 
all over Mercier, and most observers 
hgured that the French-Canadian 
would let the West Coast champ by. 
But Dick had a gentle low-side 
caused by a cold front tire, and 
although undamaged, his VFR could 
not be restarted. The top two finish- 
ing positions were now locked in — 
Goodfellow and Mercier. 

Behind the leaders, however, 
McMurter and Murphy were staging 
a terrific battle over third, while 
Walther and Douglas had fallen two 
seconds back to dispute fifth. 
McMurter was having handling 
troubles. Murphy's GSXR was han- 
dling well after the switch to 17-1nch 
wheels, but with two laps to go 
Murphy ran out ot ground clearance 
in a fast sweeper and had an end- 
over-end crash. Although uninjured, 
Murphy's bike was a mess and 
McMurter moved into a safe third. 

Meanwhile, Walther was safe in 
fourth after Douglas slid off in the 


same turn that Dick crashed in on 
lap 10 of 12. Quickly back to his 
slightly damaged bike, Douglas 
frantically restarted and didn't even 
lose fifth! Earlier in the race, Douglas 
had to slow and get rid of a loose 
side cover that was flapping against 
his leg. 

Sixth place honors went to Kyle 
Andrews, a rookie Pro. Andrews was 
almost caught at the flag by Mac- 
Millan, who had blasted through the 
field after a slow second lap to get 
the dirt off his tires following his 
near miss with Walther. The hard- 
luck Rothmans-Honda squad didn't 
even get to start team leader Art 
Robbins when broken valve springs 
and no spares forced him to park for 
the weekend. 

Doug Hnat uséd his Ontario 
Honda-backed Yamaha T7250 to 
cruise away from the depleted For- 
mula Two pack, while Ontario based 
teammate Geoff Davies won the 
Amateur F-2 class on a Honda 
RS250. Rookie Pro and hometown 
hero Jimmy Dewitte walked away 
from the Pro 600cc Production battle 
on a Honda Hurricane. Second place 
finisher Walther protested Dewitte's 
engine. A full tear-down revealed 
that nothing was out of the ordinary, 
leaving the results Dewitte ahead of 
Walther, who won a drafting battle 
over the Suzuki RG500 of Nick 
Defago and the Hurricane of Steve 
Dick.

Most of the details for American 
Honda’s professional racing pro- 
gram in 1988 ''haven't been 
decided yet,” according to Hon- 
da's Gary Mathers, but a few 
things are certain. Honda will field 
two superbike riders during 
AMA/Camel Pro Series road 
races, the Japanese company will 
back two factory MX riders in the 
U.S., and Honda will drop out of 
dirt track racing. “We have con- 
tracts with (Wayne) Rainey and 
(Bubba) Shobert for next year, so 
we'll run superbike with those 
guys,” said Mathers. “We’ll have 
two MX riders; one will be Ricky 
Johnson and the other hasn't 
been decided. And there will be 
no dirt track program because of 
the restrictor rule and an impend- 
ing claiming rule. There will prob- 
ably be an engine claiming rule 
next year and we would become 
the supplier for everybody's 
engines. Also, most of our AMA 
contingency programs will go 
away next year.'' 


While Honda's Gary Mathers will 
retain his race team management 
duties in 1988, his responsibilities 


wil be expanded to include the 


management of Honda's motorcycle 
communications department, which 
supplies product information to the 
motorcycle press. George Grauwels 
remains assistant manager for 
motorcycle communications and 
Gary LaPlante remains the depart- 
ment's lone engineer. Former engi- 
neer Tom Hicks recently resigned 
and former communications depart- 
ment head Jon Row will become the 
manager of Honda's new dealer 
administration department. Road 
race team manager Udo Gietl report- 
edly has been transferred out of the 
racing department arid into Honda's 
automotive division. 


American Honda's scooter adver- 
tising account will be moved from 
Wieden & Kennedy in Portland, 
Oregon, to Dailey & Associates in 
Los Angeles, California, accord- 
ing to Honda's John Petas. Honda 
made the move to ''increase 
efficiency," in the face of the 
"depreciation of the dollar.”’

Barbara Ranger District of the Los 
Padres National Forest in California 
will be closed immediately to off- 
road vehicles, according to Forest 
Supervisor Art Carroll. The Forest 
Service reportedly will not close any 
existing ORV routes, but will close 
the portions of East Camino Cielo 
and Camuesa roads that extend from 
Romero Saddle to Mono Camp- 
ground, as well as the big Caliente 
Hot Srpings Road. “Illegal ORV use 
on the roads within the Upper Santa 
Ynez Recreation area 1s a concern due 
to the potential safety hazard of 
mixing ORVs with standard drive 
vehicles," said Carroll. The restricted 
roads will be posted and a 30-day 
warning period will be in effect 
beginning Saturday, August 22. 


The Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) recently approved the final 
Imperial Sand Dunes Recreation 
Area Management Plan, which 
outlines BLM's management pro- 
gram through the year 2000 for 
the 184,000-acre recreation area 
in California's Imperial County. 
The plan makes no changes to 
ORV access at the popular Glamis 
and Buttercup Valley off-highway 
vehicle areas, nor does it restrict 
access to the South Algodones 
Dunes, where riding is permitted 
but not encouraged. The plan calls 
for improved sanitation and 
camping facilities at Glamis and 
Buttercup (both designated inten- 
sive use areas) but allows for no 
development in South Aigodones 
Dunes (a wilderness study area). 
A copy of the plan is available by 
writing to the BLM's El Centro 
Resource Area, 333 South Water- 
man Ave., El Centro, CA 92243.
